The foregoing officers were sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties. 


The necessary ballots prepared for each Precinct and the parapher- 
nalia for the proper conduct of the Election were supplied by the Town 
Clerk and turned over to the Wardens of the various Precincts. 


The polls were declared open in each Precinct at seven o’clock A. M. 
and remained open until seven o’clock P. M., at which time, after due no- 
tice, they were declared closed. 


Immediately after the closing of the polls, the Town Clerk turned over 
to the Wardens of Precincts 1-3-4-5-6 the envelopes received by her pur- 
porting to contain Absent Voter Ballots, together with the applications 
therefor filed by said voters for registration as Absent Voters. 


The Wardens caused all of the ten (10) envelopes containing Absent 
Voter Ballots to be opened and signatures, affidavits, postmarks, etc., to be 
examined in accordance with Section 95, Chapter 54 of the General Laws, 
and any amendments there may be thereto, and ten (10) were found to be 
correct. The names of the ten (10) Absent Voters were checked on the vot- 
ing list in the proper Precincts and then the ten (10) Absent Voter Bal- 
lots were deposited in the proper Ballot Boxes. 


The number of Absent Voter Ballots cast in the Precincts were as 
follows:

The Ballots were counted by the Election Officers in each Precinct, the 
tally sheets and total vote sheets prepared by the Town Clerk being used, 
and the results of the same declared in the respective Precincts. 


The Ballots cast, after being counted, were enclosed in envelopes, sealed 
and encased in cases, together with envelopes containing spoiled ballots, 
which were strapped up and sealed with the Precinct seal, and the same 
delivered to the Registrars of Voters in the Town Clerk’s Office. 


The Town Clerk and Registrars of Voters, upon receipt of the returns 
from the several Precincts, forthwith canvassed the same and announced 
the results at 11:30 o’clock P. M. March 4, 1957.

MARCH 14, 1957 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Charles J. Har- 
rold, Constable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the Town 
Clerk seven days before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town 
Meeting Members met in the Memorial Auditorium in the Senior High 
School building, Main St., in said Town on Thursday, March 14, 1957 at 
7:45 o’clock in the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the en- 
trance to the meeting place and was in charge of Sadie E. Barstow, and 
Marion C. Beranger, Election Officers. The list contained the names of 
two hundred twenty-five (225) Town Meeting Members entitled to vote 
and participate in Town Meetings in Winchester. 

The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the meeting 
showed that one hundred ninety-three (193) Town Meeting Members at- 
tended the meeting. 

Harrison Chadwick, elected Moderator on March 4, 1957 was sworn to 
the faithful and impartial performance of his duties by Elsie M. Nelson, 
Town Clerk. 

The meeting was called to order by Harrison Chadwick, Moderator, at 
7.00 POM: 

The invocation was given by Dr. Dwight L. Cart. 

The Moderator read only the Constable’s Return of the Warrant, as 
copies of the Warrant had been mailed to each of the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers, and each Article would be read when it came up for consideration. 
No one requested that the Articles should be read at this time. 

The following Town Officer, elected on March 4, 1957, was sworn to 
the faithful performance of his duties by Harrison Chadwick, Moderator: 
Maurice F. Freeman — Water & Sewer Board 

Voted, That when we adjourn it be to Monday evening, March 18, 
1957, at 7:45 P. M. at the Memorial Auditorium in the Senior High School 
building on Main St. 

Voted, That it be the sense of the meeting that all subsequent adjourned 
sessions shall be held on each Thursday and Monday evenings until the 
work of the town meeting is completed.

No building shall be erected, placed, moved, or altered so that any 
part thereof except eaves and uncovered steps shall be within the follow- 
ing respective distances from the nearest exterior line of any public 
way or any private way shown on a plan approved by the Board of 
Survey or any private way open for public use: 

In any single residence district designated and marked “A” on the 
zoning map incorporated in and made a part of the Zoning By-Law, 35 
feet, 

In any single residence district designated and marked “B” on the 
zoning map incorporated in and made a part of the Zoning By-Law, 
35 feet, 

In any single residence district shown on said map and not designated 
“A” or “B” thereon, 25 feet, 
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In any general residence district shown on said map, 20 feet, 
In any industrial district shown on said map, 15 feet. 
Vote: Unanimous vote. 


ARTICLE 6. 


To see if the Town will amend the zoning by-laws of the Town sub- 
stantially as follows: To amend Section 5 of the zoning by-laws by insert- 
ing under the paragraph entitled “In Business Districts, the following 
special regulations shall also apply:” 


3. 


Where all, or any portion, of the required automobile parking or 
garaging space is provided within the exterior walls of the main 
building, or entirely underground, the total lot area hereinbefore 
required may be reduced by an amount equal to the area of such 
interior or underground parking space. 


Where the lot on which an apartment house or group house is 
located abuts more than one street, the total lot area hereinbefore 
required may be reduced by an amount equal to the area between 
the boundaries of the lot and the center lines of all abutting 
streets other than the principal frontage street.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
October 7, 1957 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass. by Charles J. 
Harrold, Constable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the 
Town Clerk seven days before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting 
Members elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the 
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Town Meeting Members met in the Town Hall in said Town of Winchester, 
October 7, 1957 at 7:45 o’clock in the evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the 
entrance of the meeting place and was in charge of Sadie E. Barstow 
and Marion C. Beranger, Election Officers. The list contained the names 
of two hundred twenty-four (224) Town Meeting Members qualified to 
vote and participate in Town Meetings in Winchester. 


The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the meeting 
showed that one hundred fifty-seven (157) Town Meeting Members at- 
tended the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Harrison Chadwick, Moderator, 
at 7:50 o’clock P. M. 

- The invocation was given by Harrison Chadwick because of the ab- 
sence of clergyman invited to participate. 


The Moderator read only the Constable’s Return of the Warrant, as 
copies of the Warrant had been mailed to each of the Town Meeting 
Members, and each Article would be read when it came up for considera- 
tion. No one requested that the Articles should be read at this time. 


Voted, That Charles W. Craven, Secretary of the Finance Committee, 
who is not a Town Meeting Member, be accorded permission to sit with the 
Finance Committee but without a vote. 


Voted, That during the consideration of Article 1, the Library Addition 
Building Committee, together with the acting librarian, may be permitted 
to sit with the Town Meeting members, with of course no right to vote. 


ARTICLE 1. 


To hear and act on the report of the Library Addition Building Com- 
mittee, provide for its continuance, authorize the transfer of a sum of 
money from the available funds in the Excess and Deficiency Account in 
order to provide for the preparation of working plans and specifications 
and to take any action in relation thereto.

Offices, provide for the enlargement of the committee, authorize the 
transfer of a sum of money from the available funds in the Excess and 
Deficiency Account for the purpose of carrying out the work of the com- 
mittee, and take any action in relation thereto. 

(Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities of the Senior and Junior 
High Schools and School Administration Offices) 

Voted, That the report of the Building Committee for Enlarged Fa- 
cilities for Senior and Junior High Schools and School Administration 
Offices as presented be received and placed on file.

for the purpose of carrying on the work of the committee. 

Voted, That the meeting be now dissolved. 

The meeting dissolved at 11:03 o’clock P.M.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


This report by your Board of Selectmen for the year 1957 gives only a 
rough resume of some of the more important accomplishments by the 
departments which come under its jurisdiction. More detailed information 
about each department will be found under the reports of those depart- 
ments, farther along in this volume. 

Your Board of Selectmen has endeavored to handle its many and 
varied duties to the very best of its ability. We have tried to be fair 
and impartial in our decisions. 

We have held many hearings on a great variety of town matters and 
we have attended hearings held by various State Departments on such 
projects as the location of the new Route 28 which is to pass through 
the northeast corner of the town near the Stoneham line. We have 
watched constantly for any developments which might give a clue to 
the ultimate relocation of Route 3; we have contacted the Metropolitan 
District Commission about the motor boat situation on the upper Mystic 
Lakes and have followed their plans for this area. We have attended 
the hearings at the State House at which the Boston and Maine Railroad 
seeks authority to discontinue many of the trains serving Winchester 
and other communities. These are all matters in which Winchester is 
vitally interested. 
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RAILROAD OVERPASS 


The year 1957 witnessed the final completion of the railroad overpass, 
the greatest change that the town will probably ever see. Even the most 
skeptical we believe, will admit that it is better than they would have 
believed possible. The Maney Company deserves a great deal of credit 
for a tremendous job well done. The final phase of this construction came 
to an end in May of this year when Route 38 was changed so as not to 
pass through the Square, but forked off at Main and Washington Streets 
in front of the High School, then followed north along Washington Street, 
across the Parkway and Mt. Vernon Street and thence over the Skillings 
By-Pass to north Main Street. The opening of this new route immediately 
reduced the traffic through the Center and helped the parking situation 
to a very considerable degree. 


PARKING METERS AND OFF-STREET PARKING 


The installation of parking meters has developed into a very profit- 
able venture and this year 47 meters have been installed, bringing the 
total number to 296. It is estimated that the 1957 revenue will approximate 
the $17,453.35 collected in 1956. We believe our high maintenance stan- 
dards have enabled us to get the most out of our meters and feel that 
Mr. T. Parker Clarke, who has been responsible for their maintenance, 
should be commended. 

The meters, the rerouting of Route 38, the additional parking spaces 
made available last year south of the railroad station and between the 
Boston and Maine tracks and the river, and the opening of the Skillings 
lot opposite the Town Hall have all helped to ease the parking problem. 
However, this is a problem requiring constant attention and one with 
which your Board is:very much concerned. We hope that increased park- 
ing meter revenue will enable us to gradually expand our off-street 
parking facilities. Two locations under consideration are the area north 
of the Center between Shore Road and the Boston and Maine Railroad 
north of the new granite wall and south of the river, and the area south 
of the present parking lot between the Boston and Maine tracks and the 
river east of the tracks and south of the station. 


STREET LIGHTING 


New and brighter lights have been installed along Washington Street, 
at the intersection of Washington and Mt. Vernon Streets, along Mt. 
Vernon Street to the Center, in the Center and along the by-pass road. 
It is proposed to modernize the lighting elsewhere in the Center and at 
other significant intersections and areas. 


POLICE AND TRAFFIC CONTROL 


The combination of patrol car and foot patrol for police protection 
at night continues over the whole town. This, we believe, accounts for 
the efficient protection to which Winchester is accustomed. 
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In this day and age of fast cars there is a continuous demand for more 
traffic control. Aware of this problem, the police chief and your Board 
are continuously seeking a solution. In November for the first time in 
town we have seen fine looking young women handling our school traffic 
control work which we consider to be a change that brings new attractive- 
ness to our Town. 

This innovation was brought about because school traffic control 
officers over 70 years of age were required to retire by an act of the 
Legislature, and something had to be done quickly. The new arrangement 
is working out well and probably more women will be appointed as time 
goes on. 

The police cars are replaced at regular intervals and the cars and 
other equipment of the department are in good condition. 


FIRE 


We feel that the time has now come to replace Old Engine Three 
which has adorned the station since 1925. Another pumper will require 
major repairs within the next few years. The rest of the equipment ap- 
pears to be in reasonably good condition. Your Board of Selectmen 
records with sadness the passing of Captain Edward D. Fitzgerald who 
served this town faithfully for over 38 years. 


HIGHWAY 


During the winter of 1956-1957 the town was fortunate in not having 
to carry on too much snow removal and plowing of streets. In 1957 five 
streets were constructed, and about the usual amount of sidewalk con- 
struction was completed. In May the town received delivery of the 
Gradall, the funds for which were appropriated in the Town Meeting in 
March. This machine has been decidedly helpful in street construction, 
sidewalk constuction and ditch digging. The Skillings parking area op- 
posite the Town Hall was blacktopped this year and shrubbery around 
this area would greatly improve its appearance. 


ENGINEERING 


The Engineering Department has carried on its ever increasingly im- 
portant role in the development of town facilities. This year this depart- 
ment has been kept busy by the growing demand for its services. It is 
this department, it is to be remembered, that is concerned with basic 
requirements of design, plans, construction and costs and is continuously 
furnishing information demanded by other town departments. 


ACCOUNTING 


The Accounting Department, together with the Fiscal Survey Com- 
mittee, has made a start on the mechanizing of the town accounting 
system. This year one new accounting machine was purchased. Budgetary 
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accounting and processing of accounts payable are now being done by 
machine. In 1958, payroll and general accounting will be mechanized. The 
town accountant, aS usual, has been very helpful to the Selectmen in 
furnishing various figures and detailed information. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


Your Board once again wishes to thank publicly and to commend the 
Personnel Board for the fine work it has done. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


Winchester is fortunate in having so many men interested enough to 
take the time to see to it that the town has a well-rounded-out organiza- 
tion. We hope there will never be a need for the civil defense organiza- 
tion to show its real worth, but the people in this department are always 
on the job, as has been evidenced on numerous occasions. 


TOWN HALL 


This year we started a long range program to improve the town hall. 
The first step was that of stopping known leaks in the building. We then 
installed new fluorescent lighting in three of the town offices. We also 
made certain major repairs to the heating equipment. 

Next year we hope to further improve the use of space in and the 
appearance of the Town Hall. 


GENERAL 


Winchester, like many other towns, has grown tremendously during the 
last ten years and the demands on the Selectmen have increased to a 
point where we feel that a male executive secretary would greatly lessen 
the demands on your Board. We propose to present this recommendation 
at the annual town meeting for your approval. 


CONCLUSION 


No report of this Board would be complete without a word of thanks 
to the department heads and the boards and committees who have so 
willingly helped the Board of Selectmen perform its duties.

Gentlemen: 


I submit my annual report for the Department of Veterans’ Services 
for the year 1957. 

Again this year the bulk of our work load came from Veterans’ 
Services. This part of the operation entails a great amount of detail in 
the making out of the various reports and forms. Under this heading, as- 
sistance is generally asked in getting Veterans admitted to hospitals, the 
processing of claims, pensions, etc. 

Our permanent cases are comparatively light in comparison with sur- 
rounding communities. This is, indeed, an enviable position and is of 
tremendous help in maintaining a low budget. During the year, we had 
many temporary cases where we assisted the veteran and his family during 
short periods of unemployment. 

With the Veterans of World War I and II growing older daily, we 
can anticipate a greater work load and a higher budget. It is estimated 
that we presently have approximately 2500 veterans eligible for Veterans’ 
Benefits now residing in Winchester. 

With the changes and additions made this past year, the Honor 
Roll is now up to date. Both World War I and II Honor Rolls were 
painted this past Spring. However, both Honor Rolls were found to 
be needing repairs and perhaps an article should be inserted in the 
Warrant covering either the cost of repairs or the building of a new 
Honor Roll which would consolidate the names from all Wars. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Red Cross 
and the secretarial staff for their splendid co-operation and assistance.

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1957. The activities of the department are summarized under the fol- 
lowing headings: 

Board of Assessors 

Assessors’ Plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors’ Plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of Assessors’ abstracts was completed. 


Board of Survey 
The following ways were approved by the Planning Board, acting as a 
Board of Survey: 
Loring Court—a way from Loring Avenue easterly about two hundred 
fifty (250) feet. 
Thompson Place—a way from Loring Avenue easterly about one hun- 
dred fifty (150) feet. 
Unnamed Way—from Canal Street northwesterly about one hundred 
fifty-two (152) feet. 
Exterior lines of the following ways were approved by the Planning 
Board, acting as a Board of Survey: 
1—A way from Ridge Street westerly about fifty (50) feet 
2—A way from the northerly end of Dunster Lane northerly about thirty 
(30) feet 
3—A way from Johnson Road easterly about fifty (50) feet 
4A way from Cambridge Street southwesterly about fifty (50) feet 
5—A way from Cambridge Street northeasterly about fifty (50) feet

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 

NEW CONSTRUCTION 
Streets: 

Five streets were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. Three streets were completely constructed and surfaced with bitumin- 
ous macadam as follows: 

Raymond Place from Florence Street to Chester Street 

Cleveland Road from Cross Street to the Woburn-Winchester town line 

Robinhood Road from Wildwood Street about 457 feet southeasterly 

Dana Avenue, which had been constructed except for corner curbing 
and bituminous macadam surfacing by the developer, was completed. 

Robinhood Road from Blossom Hill Road to Westland Avenue, which 
was built by the developer several years ago, was patched and a seal coat 
applied. 

Grant Road which was started in 1956 was completed. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, Johnson Road was completed and 
opened to traffic between Wildwood Street and Ridge Street. 
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Surface Drainage 


In connection with the acceptance of the public ways, 1240 feet of 
drain pipe was laid and 29 catch basins and manholes were constructed. 
Four hundred and sixty-five feet of drain pipe and 11 catch basins and 
manholes were taken over in new public ways which had previously been 
installed by developers. Three hundred and thirty-five feet of pipe and 
2 drainage structures have been constructed in connection with miscellan- 
eous projects other than street construction. 

It is expected that work on the Lockeland Road outfall drain project 
will be started shortly. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 


One thousand seven hundred and ten square yards of concrete side- 
walk, 2025 linear feet of granite curb, 1171 feet of concrete curb and 693 
feet of paving stone curb have been installed during the year. 


Skillings Parking Lot 
Parking area for 110 cars was graded and paved with bituminous con- 


crete. The paving was done under a general paving contract by Warren 
Brothers Roads Company. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 


Eight streets including Bacon Street, Cross Street and Highland Ave- 
nue were surface treated during the summer. In addition, almost all roads 
in Wildwood Cemetery were treated. 

Calumet Road, Governor’s Avenue, Lloyd Street and Spruce Street 
were resurfaced with bituminous concrete by Warren Brothers Roads Com- 
pany. 

Sidewalks: 


Approximately one mile of bituminous walks were resurfaced with a 
sheet mix of bituminous concrete. 


Street Signs and Marking 

One hundred and seventy name and traffic signs were erected during 
the year. 

More than 30 miles of traffic lines were painted on parking areas and 
public streets. 

New parking meter standards.have been erected in several locations. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


New Equipment: 

Two new Ford dump trucks were purchased to replace a 1948 Dodge 
dump truck and a 1951 International dump truck. 

A new Gradall was purchased in May and has proven to be extremely 
useful in all phases of highway work as well as on other departmental 
projects. The efficiency of this machine has made it possible to reduce the 
highway organization by three positions left vacant through retirements 
and resignations. a 
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Grade Crossing Elimination Project: 

The C. J. Maney Company, Inc. completed the entire project including 
the By-Pass in August. Through the efforts of this contractor, the project 
was accomplished in the time scheduled and with the minimum of incon- 
venience to the public. 


Garbage Collection: 

A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
the highest bidder, George Sousa of Woburn, for $2050.50 for the period 
August 1, 1957 to July 31, 1958. 

A new Ford truck and garbage body was purchased to replace a 1951 
Chevrolet unit. 

Collections are made once a week at each dwelling and daily from 
food stores and restaurants. 


Snow and Ice: 

Seven snow storms required plowing and clearing and sanding opera- 
tions were necessary eleven days. 

A new Terratrac 3-ton sidewalk plow was purchased to replace a 1937 
Cletrac plow. 

Expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1957 were as follows:

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my twelfth annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year 1957. 

During the year the department has responded to 432 Still, 99 Box, 6 
False and 28 Mutual Aid Alarms, a total of 565 alarms. Twenty-four of 
the alarms were for rescue work at which 13 cylinders of oxygen were 
used. Twenty-one alarms were for fires at the town dump which has been 
a problem to us due to the large quantity of combustible material being 
buried there. Supervised burning in 1958 should help to correct this sit- 
uation. 

Apparatus traveled a total of 2,400 miles and pumpers have pumped 
2,263 hours. Due to the severe drouth and water shortage during the 
summer, our trailer fire pump was used from July 17 until October 10 to 
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pump water from the M.D.C. supply at Spot Pond through a temporary 
pipe line into our middle reservoir. 

Thirty-seven thousand five hundred feet of 2%, 20,600 feet of 1%, and 
90,300 feet of booster hose was used, and 1,135 feet of ladders were! raised 
during the year. Seven dry chemical, 8 carbon dioxide, and 2 foam extin- 
guishers were used. One hundred and sixty-one extinguishers were filled 
for other town departments or for residents of town. 

One hundred ninety inspections of oil burners and oil storage were 
made and permits issued, 11 for storage of inflammable fluids and 45 for 
blasting operations. One hundred and five permits were issued for fires 
in the open. Oil storage permits were issued for a total storage of 41,000 
gallons of light fuel oil. 

The fire loss on buildings and contents amounted to $43,100 for the 
year. Over $25,000 of this was due to two bad fires. 

All motor equipment is in good condition with the exception of En- 
gine No. 3, a 1925 model Ahrens Fox piston pumper. This machine is in 
poor condition and is planned to be replaced in 1958. The chief’s car was 
replaced in May with a new Pontiac. 

All boxes and circuits on our Fire Alarm system were tested each 
month. New boxes were installed as follows: No. 39 on Swanton St. at 
Holland St., and No. 334 on Sunset Rd. Approximately 3 miles of overhead 
wire has been replaced and our wires moved from over 100 old to new util- 
ity poles by our fire alarm men. A new private box No. 361 located at St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church was connected to our system. Heat detection 
equipment was installed throughout the church connected to the fire alarm 
box thereby giving the church maximum fire protection. Due to the un- 
expected closing of the Beggs & Cobb tannery and the uncertainty of con- 
tinued use of the power plant, the steam fire whistle may have to be re- 
placed with a compressed air whistle in 1958. 

The station building is in good condition. Members of the department 
have re-painted seven of the second floor rooms. A separate watch room is 
needed at the apparatus floor to replace the present inadequate arrange- 
ment and should be built in the near future. 

The manual force consists of 34 permanent and 10 Call Men. One ad- 
ditional permanent man was appointed to the force in April. The perma- 
nent force at present consists of a Chief, 1 Captain, 4 Lieutenants, a 
Mechanic, 2 Fire Alarm Men and 25 Firefighters. 

Our auxiliary force is composed of 22 men, two new men having 
joined the force during the year. They have attended a training program 
conducted by Captain Amico one evening each week from May through 
June and from September through December. They have responded to 
many of our alarms and given us valuable assistance. We are fortunate 
in having this trained group of men available to assist us. 

There has been continued home building activity in the Johnson 
Road, Ridge Street area. The west side fire station should be built in the 
near future to provide this section of town with adequate fire protection. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men 
for their cooperation in fire prevention, to the permanent men who have 
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responded to alarms when off duty, our call men, to chaplains Rev. Bailey 
and Rev. Anadore, Chief T. P. Clarke and his auxiliary fire force, Mr. 
Boecker and Mr. Russell of our Civil Defense office and members of other 
town departments for their cooperation and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN

Gentlemen: 


During 1957, the Tree Department was occupied for the greater part 
of the year on the Dutch Elm problem. The number of diseased trees 
was eighty-five (85) in comparison with one hundred forty-one (141) 
in 1956. Sixty-three (63) were on private property, two (2) on Park land, 
four (4) at the Town Hall, one (1) at the Cemetery, one (1) on 
School property, and fourteen (14) along the public ways. Approximately 
one-half of all infected trees have been removed and burned, and the 
balance will be similarly disposed of before March 1958. Public Elm trees 
were sprayed with DDT in May and July. 

Feeney Brothers of Winchester was low bidder for spraying of private 
trees. After completion of the program, charges to property owners were 
made through the Town Collector in the amount of $1,514.55. 

During 1957, one hundred ninety (190) public shade trees were 
planted. There were 97 Sugar Maples, 22 Norway Maples, 16 Plane trees, 16 
Liquid Amber, 15 Lindens, 10 Schwedler Maples, 7 Crimson King and 7 
Pin Oaks. 

The Tree Department, as usual, assisted in the Snow and Ice pro- 
gram from December through March.

REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL

Gentlemen: 

The Town Counsel is the legal advisor and attorney for the Town, its 
various committees, boards and officers. The growth and development of 
the Town, new legislation, technical requirements, increasing number of 
town meetings, land takings and special problems that continually arise, all 
tend to make it necessary to spend more and more time on Town duties. 

During the year many formal legal opinions requiring considerable 
time are rendered in addition to almost daily requests for advice. Much 
time is spent in preparation and execution of deeds, contracts, certificates, 
special easements, bonds and releases. Numerous takings, sidewalk orders, 
street layouts, sewer construction orders and orders for betterment assess- 
ment are examined and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. Titles have 
been examined to property acquired, necessary orders drawn and assistance 
rendered in connection with land taking settlements. 

Considerable attention is given to preparation of Town Meeting war- 
rants, articles for Town Meetings, drawing of votes, and conferences with 
committees, boards and officers involved. 

Legal suits that are now pending in the courts in which the Town is 
involved include those of Boston & Maine Railroad, John F. Cassidy, Chil- 
dren’s Own School, Inc., Consolidated Greenhouses, Inc., Sixten G. Eric- 
son, Fiore Errico, Frances Errico, James B. Errico, Jeanette Garbino, Rose 
M. Garbino, Francis X. Hurley, Clare M. Hurley, Chester C. Locke, George 
Ellis Locke, Harry D. Locke, Wendell W. Locke, Herbert Lord (3), William 
G. Murray, Frank Reego, Eugene B. Rotondi, Jr., Mary Louise Rotondi, 
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Roger H. Rotondi, Eugene B. Rotundi, Sr., Mary G. Rotundi, Fred J. 
Schiffmacher, Genevieve Schiffmacher, and Charles Tedesco. A number of 
cases have been tried or adjusted during the year. Claims by or against 
the Town are investigated and suitable action taken. 

Every effort is made in the time that is available to protect and safe- 
guard the legal interests of the Town and to cooperate as far as possible 
in rendering all legal advice and assistance to the various committees, 
boards and officers.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Department for the year 1957. 

There were seven permanently disabled workmen receiving compensa- 
tion on January 1, 1957. Two cases were discontinued during the year and 
one new case added. As of December 31, 1957, there are six permanently 
disabled workmen. Compensation payments for these cases amounted to 
$9,236.75 while medical services costs were $1,530.57. Rehabilitation is be- 
ing attempted in one of these cases but there is little or no success to be 
reported at this time. 

Eleven workmen received injuries which incapacitated them for a total 
of 321 days in 1957. Temporary compensation paid these cases amounted 
to $1,658.83 and medical services amounted to $531.92. 

Forty-eight workmen reported minor injuries, which in many cases 
required medical services but no compensation payments since there was 
no loss of work as a result of these injuries. Medical Services for these in-’ 
juries cost $541.48 in 1957. 

Effective November 3, 1957, Chapter 643 of the Acts of 1957, increased 
the weekly payment for each dependent of an injured workman from $3.00 
to $4.00. . 

The agent wishes to express his appreciation for the cooperation he 
received from all departments concerned.

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Third and Final Report of the 


Incinerator and Waste Committee 


DECEMBER, 16, 1957 


In its two previous reports, the Committee pointed out that there 
seemed to be only four methods of refuse disposal meriting consideration 
by the Town of Winchester, namely: (1) Sanitary land fill; (2) sanitary 
land fill combined with controlled open burning; (3) an ‘ncineration plant 
used through some sort of joint venture, and (4) an incineration plant op- 
erated by the Town. The Committee’s investigation has also substantiated 
that any known disposal method would require a dump for the disposition 
of non-combustibles and the residue from incineration. 

The Committee considered other proposals such as home disposal units, 
grinding and baling plants, the Wandell process, and a method known as 
ORCOA, the latter being a plant converting refuse to a soil conditioning 
product. These proposals were rejected after considerable study. The 
Committee has concluded that the ultimate and most satisfactory solution 
is a municipally owned and operated incineration plant adjacent to an area 
affording a long life for disposal of the non-combustible material and 
residue from the incinerator. 


The Committee recommends the construction and operation of a mu- 
nicipal incinerator, equipped to burn garbage when and if that becomes 
necessary, with a capacity to accommodate the estimated maximum popu- 
lation of the Town. 

The Committee conferred with the Arlington Incinerator Committee, 
communicated with Woburn and Stoneham, considered the M.D.C. pro- 
gram, and concluded that there was little probability of joint action on a 
regional incinerator in the immediate future. Furthermore, and most im- 
portant, joint ventures eliminate sole control of cost and operation by a 
town and are thought to be fraught with dissatisfaction generally. This is 
due to the large area of potential disagreement over a location, type of 
plant, cost of construction and operation, collection schedules, the trucking 
of refuse to the incinerator through other towns, etc. The life of the 
M.D.C. program has expired without any advantage of it being taken prob- 
ably for the foregoing reasons. 

For approximately ten years, the Town has used a method of sanitary 
land fill at the Swanton Street disposal area. This dump has accommo- 
dated many kinds of refuse, except garbage. The Committee believes, con- 
sidering the inherent objectionable features of this method, that the Town 
dump operation has been a credit to the Town. However, the Town’s ex- 
perience at the Swanton Street dump points out the many disadvantages 
of this sanitary land fill method. Covering a large volume of combustible 
material with fill rapidly uses up the cubic area of a dump site, and the 
fill itself is expensive. Such a method may be adaptable to wide open 
areas, but is not desirable in an attractive and growing residential town 
such as Winchester, in which disposal sites are scarce and growing scarcer,

Even during this study, potential dump sites have been largely eliminated 
from further consideration by residential building around them. 

The ever present fire hazard is another great disadvantage of the pres- 
ent method. Fires on the present dump have burned for days, causing 
smoke and offensive odors as well as tying up fire fighting apparatus and 
using millions of gallons of our critically short water supply. Even without 
such fires, it is impossible to eliminate all odor, and the fill itself creates a 
dust problem. Any such dump is a harborage for rats because of the pres- 
ence of unburned food containers and wrappings which attract vermin. 

The present method affords no opportunity for the disposal of garbage, 
a major problem which may confront the Town at any time. The Com- 
mittee believes that the requirement of cooking garbage before it is fed 
to swine and the decline in the number of nearby piggeries forecast an end 
to the sale of garbage in the not too distant future. 

Incineration of the combustible refuse before it is placed on the dump 
solves many of the problems referred to above. Burning of refuse greatly 
reduces its volume, thus prolonging the life of the area where the residue 
is placed. The residue is sufficiently sanitary to minimize the fill required 
for covering, eliminate obnoxious odors and the ash presents no fire hazard. 
Also, food containers, including cans and jars, become sterilized and cease 
to attract vermin. 

It must be emphasized that only through an inside plant operation can 
the aforementioned objectives be fully realized. The modern incineration 
plant achieves complete combustion which eliminates smoke and odor. 
Such a degree of combustion is not possible with controlled open burning. 
Although the latter method prolongs the life of a disposal area and prevents 
further aggravation of the present bad situation, it can merely minimize 
its attendant hazards and severe annoyances. 

In March, 1957, the Committee recommended that the Board of Health 
inaugurate controlled open burning on the present site to prolong its life 
until an incineration plant is in operation. It should be noted, however, 
that the present site has already reached an undesirable height. There- 
fore, this practice should not be continued beyond the period necessary to 
have the incinerator in operation. Such burning is inevitably offensive to 
homes within a wide area, and the Committee believes that a town of 
Winchester’s character would find it objectionable and unfair as a perma- 
nent practice. 

Because of the objectionable factors of the present method, the scarcity 
of feasible long-life sites, a potential garbage problem, and the assumed 
objection to permanent open burning, the Committee concluded that an 
incinerator offered the most realistic and long term solution to the Town’s 
refuse disposal problem. 

The Committee has considered numerous sites and, after careful study, 
recommends the acquisition of the pit assessed to Michael and Margaret 
McGonigle and the pit assessed to the Winchester Brick Company. These 
two pits, comprising approximately twenty acres, lie between East Street 
and Cross Street and appear to be the most suitable area for an incinerator 
and for the disposal of non-combustibles and incineration residue. 
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Although there is, at present, a form of business activity on this prop- 
erty, it should be noted that these pits are located in the General Residence 
Zone. Therefore, subsequent to their acquisition by the Town, it would be 
necessary to re-zone the area to conform to the activity recommended in 
this report. 

The use of the pits has several advantages. The topography of the 
area is ideally suited for the tri-level design of a modern incinerator. Al- 
though the location is relatively near the center of Winchester’s population 
and its major refuse sources, geographically it is on the outskirts of the 
Town, not surrounded by residences or potential residential developments. 
Should Woburn or Stoneham, at some future time, desire to use the in- 
cinerator, on acceptable terms subject to Winchester’s control, trucking 
through Winchester streets would be minimized. 

Serious consideration was given to the proposal of locating the incin- 
erator on the north side of East Street, thus leaving the entire pit area 
free for the disposal of non-combustibles. The disadvantages of this site 
are that residue would have to be trucked across East Street to the pits, 
elimination of the possible development of the site for light industry, and 
that artificial ramps would be required which would add substantially to 
the construction cost of the plant. 

A site off Johnson Road was studied, but this location was rejected 
because of its remoteness from the Town’s population center, lack of ac- 
cess from either Johnson Road or Cambridge Street, and its value for de- 
velopment purposes. Houses have already been built in the vicinity and a 
development is said to be planned on its border. If access were provided 
from Johnson Road, the route which refuse trucks would follow creates 
additional problems, namely: (1) The proximity of the West Side Play- 
ground, and (2) the steep grade of Johnson Road, which would be a hazard- 
ous and difficult ascent during the winter season. 

The Committee seriously considered confining the incinerator and 
dump to the present general location in the industrial area of the Town. 
The Committee believes that the construction of an incinerator on the 
present site, which is unsettled land and said to have stumps twenty feet 
in depth in places, would be slow and costly. If any dump location were 
utilized with the sanitary land fill method during the period required for 
the construction of the incinerator on the present dump, the life of the 
new dump site would be reduced and the attendant hazards of the present 
method would be created in a new neighborhood. 

The area across the Aberjona River from the present dump site was 
seriously considered and was rejected because its use would eliminate for 
some years the only large, available tract for light industrial development. 

The Committee has been advised that the pits, used in conjunction 
with the incinerator, would have an estimated life of one hundred years — 
unless filled substantially with stumps, hurricane debris, material from 
building demolition, and an unexpected volume of other non-combustibles. 

As was indicated in the Committee’s second report, a planning con- 
sultant was engaged to assist the Committee in establishing dump site 
selection criteria. His report to the Committee covered some fifteen sites, 
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two of which were outside, but adjacent to, Winchester’s boundaries and 
recommended that the pits be used as one site in conjunction with others. 
The Committee’s overall analysis of the problem revealed a very long esti- 
mated useful life of the pits, making their choice desirable and additional 
sites unnecessary. If the Town feels a solution for a period of more than 
the estimated one hundred years is desirable, a second site for the dis- 
posal of non-combustibles should be obtained. 


With respect to disposal method, the following is quoted from the plan- 
ning consultant’s report: 


“The most efficient way of disposing of combustible rubbish is through 
complete incineration in an industrial incinerator structure. While 
the initial capital outlay for such an incinerator structure and its equip- 
ment may be considerable, and while the daily operating costs may be 
more than for the preceding methods described (open dump, sanitary 
land fill, outdoor burning), complete incineration is unquestionably 
the most suitable for a Town such as Winchester, surrounded by 
densely populated areas.” 


A Boston engineering firm was engaged to assist the Committee in the 
preparation of a cost estimate for the recommended program. Its study 
included: (1) An engineering evaluation of the suitability of the alternate 
sites from the viewpoint of incinerator design and its construction costs; 
(2) estimates of the capital outlay required to establish alternate types of 
incineration and collection systems, and (3) estimates of operation and 
maintenance costs including collection of rubbish and garbage. A summary 
of its report to the Committee, with pertinent quotations, follows: 


“The specific problem involved in rubbish disposal is that the present 
dump has reached the end of its useful life. Purchasing more land 
and continuing the present mode of rubbish disposal is too costly and 
wasteful of the small amount of unoccupied lands available.” 


After studying all large parcels of unoccupied land in Winchester, to 
determine the suitability of these tracts for refuse disposal areas, the en- 
gineers found the pits located between East Street and Cross Street “to be 
the only site in Winchester suitable for a long-term disposal area.” 


Their report includes an analysis of the quantity and the various types 
of refuse for which the Town must make provision. Based on this study, 
they discuss the various methods of disposal, indicating the advantages 
and disadvantages of each, which have already been covered in this Third 
and Final Report of the Committee. 


In recommending that Winchester construct and operate an incinera- 
tor, located on Cross Street near the intersection of Verplast Avenue, the 
engineers cite the following advantages: 


“(1) Location relatively near the center of population; (2) direct 
handling of ashes and incombustibles from incinerator ash pits to dis- 
posal area due to difference in level between Cross Street and bottom 
of pit; (3) smokeless and odorless reduction of refuse which will not 
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degrade the value of the surrounding property; (4) brush, tree trim- 
mings and grass clippings can also be reduced; (5) sanitary disposal 
of garbage can also be accomplished without smoke or smell. Although 
garbage can presently be disposed of to piggeries in adjacent towns, it 
is problematical how long this practice may be continued in the fore- 
seeable future either because of excessive cost or discontinuance of the 
existing piggeries. At such time, incineration facilities become vital as 
incineration is the only other practical method of garbage disposal 
(6) the expected life of the recommended site is in excess of 100 years; 
(7) after any section of the disposal area has been brought to final 
grade, the area may be immediately used for any purpose; and (8) the 
modern architectural lines of the proposed incinerator together with 
landscaping of the disposal area would make the incinerator a desir- 
able addition to the neighborhood.” 


The engineers’ description of the proposed incinerator and its proposed 
mode of operation follows: 


“The plant with all appurtenances, roads, driveways, and desired set- 
back from both Cross Street and Verplast Avenue will occupy about 
one acre. The plant would have a single incinerator of the 100 ton 
size, equipped with a mechanical stoker and hydraulic charging gate. 
An incinerator of the 100 ton size will permit the disposal of the ac- 
cumulation of garbage and rubbish in one eight hour shift with a five 
day work week. The incinerator plant will encompass the following 
features: (1) Brick faced exterior with long, narrow bands of sash to 
enhance the appearance of the building and give the plant distinc- 
tively modern lines. (2) Indoor truck unloading facilities to prevent 
paper, dust and other waste materials from blowing onto adjoining 
property and provide garaging for collection trucks. (3) Refuse bins 
so located in the indoor unloading area to permit direct dumping of 
rubbish and garbage from trucks into bins of adequate storage capa- 
city for 2 days’ collection. (4) Monorail crane with single line clam 
shell bucket for transferring refuse from bins to incinerator furnace. 
(5) Location will utilize large difference in elevation between street 
and disposal area floor to permit direct disposal of ash from incinerator 
ash hoppers, initially by chutes and eventually by dumping into truck, 
and hauling to area of pit being used for ash disposal. (6) Truck scale 
to assist in keeping accurate records of incinerator operation and cost. 
(7) Provisions for future washers or scrubbers in the gas stream should 
it be found necessary in the future. A comparable incinerator in this 
vicinity (Marblehead) is operating without washers and, so far, no 
difficulties or complaints have been experienced. 


“The proposed incinerator plant would be operated with a force of 3 
men — one man on the charging floor to supervise unloading of trucks 
and operate crane to charge the incinerator, one man on the stoking 
floor to operate the stoker and incinerator accessories and supervise 
the fire in the incinerator, and a third man on the ash pit level to 
dump ashes from the stoker ash pit into ash truck and drive the truck 
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to the disposal area for final disposal. This ‘ash’ man, in addition to 
hauling ashes from the incinerator, will be able to supervise the opera- 
tion of the disposal area, preventing dumping of combustibles and gar- 
bage in the disposal area, and direct the dumping of incombustibles 
and debris. 


“An alternate to this proposed design would be an incinerator plant 
with a 50-ton size incinerator operated 2 shifts a day on a 5-day week. 
This plant would require 6 men to operate. However, this alternate is 
not economically practical as the increased labor cost of about $17,000. 
would not be offset by a comparable reduction in construction cost. 
The reduction in construction for the smaller plant would be only 
$60,000. to $70,000.” 


The Committee desires to call to the Town’s attention two very im- 
portant considerations involved in this method of refuse disposal, namely: 
(1) Collection of rubbish by the Town is essential to the successful and 
efficient operation of any incinerator, and (2) the cost of construction and 
operation of this type of plant, including the cost of collection, is consid- 
erably higher than the cost of disposal by the sanitary land fill method, 
with or without controlled burning. 


Because of the advantageous topography of the site recommended, it 
is estimated that the construction cost of a plant incorporating the above 
features will not exceed $350,000. This does not include the cost of land 
acquisition, engineering fees, resident supervision during construction, or 
contingencies. It does include complete landscaping, driveway paving, and 
all equipment necessary for plant operation. When rubbish collection is 
instituted, the purchase of 3 load-packer type trucks will become necessary 
at a total cost of $30,000. In the following tabulation of annual costs, these 
trucks have been depreciated on a five year basis, although it is contem- 
plated that they would be replaced every three years. 


The following costs are predicated on present population and price 
levels (December 1957) and include an average annual cost of $24,000. for 
amortizing the construction cost of the proposed incinerator plant. It is 
anticipated that land acquisition costs, engineering fees and contingencies 
will be taken from current revenues and/or surplus and, accordingly, have 
not been included in the annual operating cost tabulation. 


It should be noted that the cost of acquiring land for a new disposal 
area is a factor of expense regardless of the disposal method used; in other 
words, the Town is faced with the cost of acquiring a site whether or not a 
plant is built upon it. 


All salaries used herein are based on current levels now being paid by 
the Town, and all incinerator plant and collection costs are based on actual 
costs experienced in Marblehead, Mass., which is presently operating a 
new incineration plant comparable to the plant proposed for Winchester, 
and which is a town of comparable area, population and character of 
homes.

The above costs include the amorization of a new bulldozer, which must be 
purchased if this mode of operation is to be a permanent method of dis- 
posal, but do not include the cost of fighting buried fires which, in past 
years, has been substantial.

The above costs include the amortization of a new, though smaller, bull- 
dozer which must be purchased if this mode of rubbish disposal is selected 
as a permanent method and the purchase of a nominal amount of fill. The 
bulldozer would be used for moving ashes and incombustibles from the area 
where the burning is done to the disposal section of the dump. The costs 
also include the salary for an additional attendant whose services would 
be required for the controlled burning operation unless the dump is open 
fewer hours.

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The above costs are predicated on the use of a Highway Department bull- 
dozer or grader for covering ash and incombustibles with fill when needed. 
With the advent of rubbish collection, it is estimated that present garbage 
collection costs would be reduced by 25%. Further, if garbage were burned 
instead of sold, the elimination of the 4-mile haul to the Woburn piggery 
would result in additional saving. The allowance for these two items was 
made in the above estimated garbage collection cost. 


The Committee earnestly sought a solution to the Town’s refuse dis- 
posal problem which would not require municipal rubbish collection, realiz- 
ing that this feature may be objectionable to some residents. Although 
collection appears to be inescapable at such time as an incinerator is put 
into operation, it should be pointed out that many Winchester residents 
now pay to have their rubbish removed to the dump. Also, in areas where 
rubbish collection is commonly practiced, backyard burning is often pro- 
hibited, thereby eliminating an increasing annoyance in densely populated 
neighborhoods. 


Before municipal rubbish collection is undertaken, the Committee rec- 
ommends that bids for collection by private contractors be solicited. It 
may be ascertained, at that time, whether or not backyard collection, 
though more costly, would be more acceptable to the Town. 


Based on the information accumulated during the past two years, and 
for reasons that have been outlined in this report, the Incinerator and 
Waste Committee recommends that the Town of Winchester take the fol- 
lowing action in order to solve its critical refuse disposal problems: 


1. Initiate controlled open burning at the present disposal area in 
order to prolong its life, pending the construction of an incinerator. 


2. Take the necessary steps to acquire as soon as possible the Cross 
Street-East Street site in order that it may be available as the new dis- 
posal area to be used in conjunction with an incinerator to be built 
thereon. 


3. Authorize the preparation of plans and specifications for the con- 
struction of an incineration plant. 


4. Construct and place in operation the incineration plant at the new 
disposal site and thereupon discontinue all operations at the present dis- 
posal area. 


The Committee recommends the above program in its entirety. Piece- 
meal adoption may well result in a short lived disposal area, and sites may 
not be obtainable in the future, due to the present rate of development, 
except at greater cost and possibly requiring demolition. Any extensive 
delay in the adoption of these proposals may well result in a greatly in- 
creased cost for this type of project. It is the Committee’s judgment that 
Winchester should be prepared to cope with a potential garbage disposal 
crisis; otherwise, the Town may find itself at the mercy of some other 
community whose foresight permitted it to establish a program similar to 
the one recommended in this report. 
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The Committee gratefully acknowledges the advice and assistance 
offered by Town officials and employees, and also expresses appreciation 
for the many suggestions submitted by numerous Town citizens.

Final Report of the Library Addition 
Building Committee 


A three hour debate at the fifth adjourned session of the March ’57 
Town Meeting failed to settle the controversial library addition issue. 
Voters accepted by a vote of 105 to 70 a substitute motion by the Planning 
Board for the continuance of the Library Building Committee and the sum 
of $2,000.00 was allocated for consideration of new plans. The Committee 
had been granted the sum of $4,500.00 for the prior plans, fees and expenses. 
All of the “pros” and “cons” were fully reported in the Winchester Star 
dated March 22, 1957. 


The chief objections at the March Town Meeting seemed to be (1) the 
expense involved. (2) the “style” of the proposed additions. (3) The 
questioning by some, of the “actual” need. Many felt that the Town 
could struggle along with the present Library as is or perhaps make some 
vitally needed additions on a much more modest scale. All this despite the 
fact that the Finance Committee agreed there was a need for more and 
better facilities and felt that it was prudent to go ahead with the plans 
as presented minus the auditorium wing. 


At the Special Town Meeting of October 7, 1957 the Town also turned 
down the new plans which were presented by the Building Committee by 
a vote of 114 to 36 calling for a new wing to be added to the present struc- 
ture at a cost estimated to be $294,900.00. The original plans were esti- 
mated to cost $396,000.00. The account of this Special Town Meeting is 
reported in the Winchester Star, dated October 11, 1957. 


The Library Addition Building Committee was naturally very disap- 
pointed that the new plans were not accepted by the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers, the Planning Board, the majority of the Finance Committee, with the 
Board of Selectmen not declaring itself either for or against. The Com- 
mittee had tried to incorporate in these plans most of the suggestions made 
by the Town. Space was whittled down and many features which new 
Libraries today are adopting, were eliminated. Economy became the watch- 
word of the Committee. Since there were apparently no objections to the 
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styling of these plans at the October Meeting of the Town, the Committee 
naturally assumed that they were suitable as far as “looks” were concerned. 
The only objection seemed to be that the Town couldn’t afford it and that 
the need was not paramount what with more school expenditures due in 
the near future. Thus, the needs of the Library, for the fifth time at least, 
in the past ten years (1949-’51-’52-’55-’57) have been set aside in deference 
to the schools once more. 


The Committee feels that its time-consuming work of a year and one 
half’s duration has not been in vain, however, and that a definite contri- 
bution has been made to the Town. The plans and most pertinent data will 
be in the hands of the Library Trustees, and at some future date when the 
Town finally feels that it can afford a Library addition, this material will 
be available to aid in the deliberations of that time.

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Forest Committee utilized the $1500 appropriation made 
available by the Town at the last Annual Meeting to employ a forestry 
contractor to continue the tree surgery so well begun in 1956. Excellent 
progress was made in the East and Southeast sections, and the work so 
far done has greatly improved the appearance of the Forest. The Com- 
mittee intends to request another $1500 appropriation for the Year 1958, 
and probably for several succeeding years, in order that the entire 25 
acres comprising the “Clara G. Brooks Woods” may be completely covered. 
We urge the support of the Town for this program, at the conclusion of 
which the beautiful shade trees will all have received any necessary treat- 
ment. A minimum maintenance and brush removal schedule would then 
obtain for a period of many years with this unusual secluded area estab- 
lished and continuing as one of the most pleasant assets of Winchester. 


In our report of a year ago, we spoke of our hope that those who 
were handling Boy and Girl Scout groups might, to the advantage of both 
these groups and the Forest, interest them in developing in the youth of 
the Town a feeling of protectiveness as opposed to one of destructiveness 
toward this woodland. It is the intention of the Committee to send a 
copy of this report to the Boy and Girl Scout authorities, pointing out to 
them that we shall welcome their assistance in our joint efforts to stop 
the unfortunate and thoughtless damage inflicted from time to time upon 
all types of growing trees and shrubs in the Forest. We shall continue 
to recommend that there be no further planting of small trees in this 
area until such time as we feel we may reasonably expect they will not be 
partially or wholly disfigured or destroyed. 


Many of our citizens enjoy walking through the “Clara G. Brooks 
Woods”, and to them and to all others who may later have that enjoy- 
ment, we appeal for help in keeping our Town Forest the sort of place 
which we are attempting to develop for the recreational satisfaction of all 
concerned.

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Report of the Committee to Study 
the Town Meeting 


The Special Town Meeting of June 1957, unanimously voted to establish 
a committee to study the Town Meeting and to make such recommenda- 
tions as might seem appropriate toward an effort to improve the efficiency 
of the Meetings and to shorten the time necessary to deliberate on matters 
pertaining to the business of the Town of Winchester. 


It was voted that the Committee should consist of the Moderator, one 
member of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the Finance Committee, 
and four members appointed by the Moderator. 


The Committee held a series of meetings and consulted with the Town 
Counsel for legal advice. Inquiries were sent to all of the forty towns in 
the Commonwealth having the representative form of town meeting. 
Thirty-five responded and these replies were tabulated and studied. The 
Committee sent a questionnaire to all Town Meeting Members and invited 
their comments and suggestions. The one hundred twenty-six responses 
contained many thoughtful and constructive expressions of views which 
have been most helpful. 


On December 5, 1957, the Committee held a Public Hearing in the 
Town Hall and received from citizens who were present suggestions which 
have been carefully considered. 


The problem which this Committee was directed to study seems to 
fall into these categories: 


1. The length and number of sessions. (The Annual Town Meeting 
in 1957 required eight sessions to complete action on seventy-three articles. 
None of the thirty-five towns which answered our inquiry held as many 
sessions. Their average was 2.8 sessions, and the number of articles dealt 
with comparable.) 


2. The apparent lack of information on the part of many of the 
Town Meeting Members and citizens concerning articles to be voted upon. 


3. Overlong and repetitive speaking. 


4. Parliamentary procedure and conduct of meetings. 


Your Committee believes that the Annual Town Meeting can be 
shortened only if in fact there is a basic change in attitude toward the 
Meeting. We feel that too large a proportion of the debate at Town 
Meeting has not been to the point and that the tendency toward unneces- 
sary length has been increasing. Without recommending any significant 
reduction of the right of any person to speak, we recommend a generally 
more rigorous approach to the conduct of the meeting. 


We recommend a tightening of the mechanics of the conduct of these 
meetings. 
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First: We recommend the adoption of Roberts’ Rules of Parliamentary 
Procedure in place of the Cushing Manual now used. Roberts is much 
more widely used at the present time, is more explicit, is more easily under- 
stood and has kept pace with developments in Parliamentary Procedure. 


Second: We recommend a more definite approach toward punctuality. 
Each session ought to start on time and each recess ought to end at the 
termination of ten minutes. 


Third: We recommend that the spokesmen for Committees and Boards 
be limited to ten minutes’ speaking time when making their presentation, 
and that all others, whether Town Meeting Members or not, be limited to 
five minutes’ speaking time. We recognize that in extraordinary cases ex- 
tensions may be voted. To enforce these time limits, we recommend the 
use of a mechanical device which will warn the speaker, the Meeting and 
the Moderator when the limited time has been used up. 


The Committee will present special articles covering these recommenda- 
tions for consideration at the next Annual Town Meeting. 


We believe that by a rigorous acceptance of the rules with respect to 
time limits for speaking and for relevancy wasted time will be cut to a 
minimum. If the Town Meeting Members and the citizens of the town are 
willing to conduct the Town Meetings in a formal and business-like man- 
ner, the moderator’s gavel can and should be used more freely. We feel 
that in recent years the general approach toward an expeditius considera- 
tion of the business of the Town Meeting has been considerably relaxed. 
Special articles and budget matters must be discussed concisely and care- 
fully. The length and number of sessions required at the last Annual Town 
Meeting prove that we can no longer afford leisurely and inefficient 
methods. 


It is most important that Town Meeting Members be informed and 
prepared in advance for the Town Meeting. We believe that by the adop- 
tion of certain changes, better and more extensive information may be 
made available before the formal Town Meeting. Precinct Meetings have 
served a valuable function, but we believe that the subject matter that has 
had to be considered at precinct meetings has become too much to handle 
at one meeting, consequently, we recommend that only special articles 
should be discussed at the precinct meetings. In addition, we recommend 
that the Finance Committee hold a general public meeting for Town Meet- 
ing Members and others on all budget articles. The time spent at these 
two meetings will be well spent indeed if the Town Meeting proper were 
shortened. 


We also believe that the report of the Finance Committee would serve 
a more valuable purpose if it is expanded to some extent. At present, in 
our Finance Committee report, the Town is furnished with budget and tax 
rate information with general observations as to the state of the Town’s 
affairs and with recommendations as to action on the warrant articles. In 
some other towns, notably Wellesley, the Finance Committee report also 
contains concise statements of the subject matter and purpose of each 
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warrant article and relevant facts which the Finance Committee deems im- 
portant. While recognizing that the usefulness of such material will de- 
pend on the skill of the Finance Committee as it exists from time to time 
and on the willingness of Town Meeting Members and of others to exam- 
ine such material in advance of the Town Meeting, this Committee be- 
lieves that the Winchester Town Meeting would be aided by the inclusion 
of such statements as to the various warrant articles in the Winchester 
Finance Committee report. 


If, however, our Finance Committee is to be expected to produce state- 
ments which are accurate and informative, this Committee believes that 
the Finance Committee must be allowed more time for investigation be- 
tween the date the warrant closes and the date its report goes to the 
printer. Our by-laws presently require that the Finance Committee report 
to the Annual Town Meeting be distributed with the Town Warrant. We 
are advised that this requirement allows the Finance Committee little more 
than two weeks after the warrant closes within which to complete its in- 
vestigations and write its report. While many articles in the warrant are 
inserted by Town Boards and Committees and can be investigated to some 
extent in advance of the closing of the warrant, this Committee believes 
that the Finance Committee should have more time after the warrant 
closes in which to complete its work, if the Finance Committee is to pro- 
duce a report of maximum usefulness to the Town. 


The Committee recommends that the town by-laws be amended so as 
to change the required date of distribution of the Finance Committee re- 
port to the Annual Town Meeting from the date of distribution of the 
Town Warrant to a date not later than seven calendar days before the 
first business session of the Annual Town Meeting.

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Report of the Waterways Committee 


By vote of the Town Meeting of 1957 this committee was appointed by 
the moderator to consider the condition of the Aberjona River area. 

The committee considered three main problems: flooding, appearance, 
and freezing. Complaints have been made from time to time about flooded 
cellars in the Winter St. area during periods of high water. Also the sug- 
gestion was made that there might be heaving damage caused by freezing 
under the surface of the new by-pass where the road is so close to the 
water level. 

To remedy these conditions it had been suggested that the mill dam 
in the center of the town be lowered approximately 18”. 

After speaking to soils engineers and the original project manager of 
the by-pass road, the committee is of the opinion that heaving damage is 
unlikely and that expensive work is not warranted for this cause. 

The problem of flooding is more difficult. The weir on the Aberjona 
near Winter St. was removed this year. The committee feels this should 
definitely help decrease the flooding in this area. The construction in the 
center is finished and new bridges have replaced many of the older spans 
with larger openings and this should also alleviate the condition. The 
committee recommends that the Aberjona from Swanton St. to Shore Road 
be dredged as a further measure to reduce the possibility of flooding, but 
the committee is not in favor of lowering the dam. 

The committee bases its opposition to lowering the water level in the 
mill pond for reasons of appearance and economy and also because it is 
uncertain how much this would help the flooding problem. 

The committee further recommends that the dredging include the fol- 
lowing sections: from Shore Road to the Mill dam including the pond at 
the center, and Horn Pond Brook from Lake St. to the junction of the 
Aberjona including such portions of Wedge Pond as are found necessary. 

The lower part of Wedge Pond has become filled with sediment since 
the upper part of Horn Pond Brook was dredged a few years ago. The 
construction work at the overpass has also aggravated the situation at the 
Mill Pond. 

The Committee recommends that this work be done under Chapter 91. 
It is the hope of the committee that the M.D.C. will take similar steps to 
dredge and improve their section of the Aberjona from below the mill dam 
to the Mystic Lakes after the town has taken care of its sections. 

Wedge Pond, the Mill Pond, and the Aberjona are definite assets to 
the town if they are properly maintained. The committee recommends 
that the town approve the articles in the warrant to dredge and improve 
the river.

The Winchester Public Library has had the busiest year in its history. 
The need for increased space in all departments has now become impera- 
tive. Insufficient room for book storage, inadequate facilities in the Chil- 
dren’s and Young Adults’ Sections and cramped work room areas for the 
Staff have made it most difficult to provide the efficient, modern library 
service which our community has come to expect. 


A plan for an addition to the Library, together with estimated costs, 
was presented at the March Town Meeting by the Library Addition Build- 
ing Committee. After much debate, it was voted that the Committee 
should re-study the plan and report at a future meeting. 

A new plan was presented at a Special Town Meeting in October but 
was not approved. 

The Trustees wish to acknowledge with much gratitude the untiring 
efforts of the Library Addition Building Committee members during the 
year and a half of their deliberations. They met the problems of their 
task with intelligence and resolution. 
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As a result of the adverse vote on the Library addition, it will be neces- 
sary for the Trustees to insert a special Article in the Warrant at the 
Town Meeting in March, 1958, requesting sums to be used for renovation 
and repair to the existing building. Details of this intended program may 
be found in the Librarian’s Report. 

Due to the critical lack of space, and because of the Town’s adverse 
vote on the building addition, the Trustees were forced to the decision 
that the Exhibition Hall should be taken over for book shelving and reader 
use. The film program for Adults and Children held in this room have 
been discontinued. We very much regret that the Art Association and 
other groups which have used this hall must seek accommodations else- 
where. The Rich Room will still be available for small group meetings. 

The Trustees were deeply grieved by the passing of Mrs. Langley C. 
Keyes, a valued Trustee for many years. Her sound judgment, keen in- 
tellect and warm personality will be sorely missed. 

Mr. Leon F. Sargent resigned after 15 years as a Trustee. His contri- 
butions to the excellence of our Library were many. His experience and 
counsel were of invaluable assistance. | 

Dr. Eugene M. Pollard and Mr. Philip P. Wadsworth were elected to 
the Board of Trustees at the last Town election. Their long record of 
service to the community and their interest in Library affairs qualify them 
eminently for their membership on the Board. 

The Trustees accepted with regret the resignation of Mrs. Doris M. 
Philbrook, Chief Librarian since 1955. Associated with the Library for 
Over 25 years in various staff positions, she was responsible for many inno- 
vations which earned Winchester high regard in Library circles. She in- 
augurated the weekly recorded music programs which have met with such 
favor. Her foresight and unusual capabilities were of great help to the 
Trustees. 

Mrs. Lois G. Smith was appointed Chief Librarian upon Mrs. Phil- 
brook’s retirement. She comes to Winchester with an excellent and varied 
experience in school, college and public libraries.| We are fortunate in hav- 
ing a person of Mrs. Smith’s fine background as\our new Librarian. 

The Trustees are grateful to our Librarian,\her Staff and the other 
employees who have continued to serve the Town) well in spite of difficul- 
ties arising from the lack of adequate space. Wei wish also to thank the 
various Town departments and officials for their| help during the year. 
Their assistance is greatly appreciated.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The Winchester Public Library in 1957 had a 7% increase over 1956 in 
the number of books circulated. Out of an estimated population of 18,577 
there are over 10,000 who are registered borrowers of library books. During 
1957 these borrowers took home an average of 18 books each. Since some 
of them read only one or two books during the year, many readers bor- 
rowed more than 18 books during the year. 


In addition to the loaning of books, the Library has, as always, pro- 
vided other services for the town, and sponsored a variety of activities. 


The weekly movie programs for adults and children were held regu- 
larly throughout the Spring. 


In April the Librarian, Mrs. Philbrook, represented the Winchester 
Public Library on a national broadcast over station WBZ. On the program 
“Books and Voices,’ Mrs. Philbrook discussed the cultural resources offered 
by Massachusetts public libraries and the need of public support. 


In October, members of the Library staff were able to attend meetings 
of the New England Library Association in Swampscott. Miss Russell, 
Children’s Librarian, is a member of the executive board of the Children’s 
Round Table. Mrs. Winter, the Assistant Librarian, helped plan the meet- 
ing of the Young Adults Group at Swampscott. 


Miss Russell has had a busy year in the Boy’s and Girl’s Room. She 
held weekly story hours in the Spring, and sponsored a summer Vacation 
Reading Club in which 367 children read books about other countries. 
Over 100 boys and girls read 10 or more of the books and thus qualified to 
attend a September party held for the winners. The Children’s Room 
celebrated National Book Week in November with an exhibit of new books 
which were of special interest to parents as suggestions for Christmas 
purchases. Also in November, Miss Russell played host to a meeting of 
Children’s Librarians of the Greater Boston area. Miss Marian E. Phipps, 
Reading Consultant for the Winchester Schools, was their speaker. 


Mrs. Kathleen A. Gonsalves, Young Adults and Special Services Li- 
brarian, is now in charge of the Hospital Library Book Service. Regular 
visits are made twice a week. Due to the generosity of En Ka 107 books 
have been added to the Hospital Collection. On Friday each week a vol- 
unteer from En Ka acts as Hospital Library Aide. Under the supervision 
of Mrs. Gonsalves, the rotating collection of books at the Home for Aged 
People has been continued. 


Our Special Funds have again provided items which help to make our 
library unusual among the public libraries of the state. From the Jere A. 
Downs Trust Fund a mimeograph was purchased during the summer. By 
this means a monthly Booklist of the new books is prepared. This list is 
available at the library, and is mailed to those requesting it. 

From the Edgar J. Rich Trust Fund 49 filmstrips and 19 films on 
American History have been purchased during the year. A list of this 
material was sent in September to teachers in the Winchester schools. 
They have been borrowed over 150 times in the past year. 
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The primary purpose of a public library in the early days was only to 
furnish people with books, for information, education or enjoyment. How- 
ever, there can be no final answer to the purpose of any public institution. 
As world conditions change, every institution must change with them. The 
Winchester Public Library has always given the service expected of a 
modern library. 


In 1932 the Board of Library Trustees adopted a policy that it would 
strive to make the Winchester Public Library the civic, educational, and 
cultural center of the town. At that time, the new library building had 
recently been opened, and the Art Association had been formed under the 
sponsorship of the Library Trustees. For the 25 years since then, the Gal- 
lery of the Library has been used by a wide variety of town organizations 
for lectures, classes, and group meetings as well as monthly Art Exhibits 
chosen by the Art Association. For the past 15 years the movie programs 
have been a weekly institution. It was in 1942 that Winchester Public Li- 
brary became the first public library in the state to have educational 
movies. 


Now, at the end of 1957, due to the lack of space for books and readers, 
the Gallery has been reluctantly taken over for shelving, tables and chairs. 


The Trustees and the Librarian would be failing in the responsibilities 
for which they have been chosen, if they did not point out to the town 
that the Library has gone backwards instead of forward by this step. How- 
ever, the Library Board and the staff can only point out the needs as they 
see them; the town must then decide what it can afford. The town has 
decided for the present, that the library must restrict itself. It is hoped 
this will be only a temporary setback for the library and the town. 


At the time the Gallery was taken over for a reading room, other 
changes of a temporary nature were made. These were necessary (1st) 
to relieve the crowded conditions in the Children’s Room; (2nd) to pro- 
vide more shelving for adult books; and (3rd) to make available more office 
and workroom space. 


In a Special Article in the Warrant the library is asking for funds to 
make more permanent changes in the present building, as well as to ac- 
complish necessary repairs. In all cases these changes have been planned 
to fit into a future addition to the library. Changes made under the Spe- 
cial Article will alleviate only the present crowded conditions of either the 
adult or children’s sections of the library. The town should realize that a 
final solution. will need to be found for future growth. 


In detail we plan the following. In the Children’s Room a wall will be 
removed between the room and the present closets, thus adding over 100 
square feet to the floor area. Present shelving will be increased in height. 
The present toilet facilities will be renovated for the children’s use. The 
former janitor’s room now the office and workroom for the Children’s 
Librarian will need painting. Shelves will be placed against both walls of 
the corridor outside this office for additional Children’s books. A door will 
close this area for passage from upstairs. 
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We hope to make a second exit from the Rich Room, and thus pro- 
vide a meeting place for groups of 50 or 60 people. - 


Upstairs, in the workroom, it is planned to remove three large closets, 
so that this floor area may be added to the available work space. Cup- 
boards, counter space, and shelving will be needed there. In the two inner 
offices, now used by the catalog librarian and the clerk-secretary, shelving 
and cupboards for supplies will be built. 


In the administrative offices, formerly the High School alcove, there is 
need for a partition and a small coat closet. Present shelving along one 
wall will be used, but shelving will be removed from the opposite wall for 
use elsewhere in the building. 


Additional book shelves of the movable type will be added in the main 
reading room and the gallery reading room. There is need to return the 
temporary bookcases now in the gallery to the attic whence they came, 
where they serve for storage of uncatalogued gifts and other books. 


It is hoped that openings can be made in the wall between the lobby 
and the gallery reading room, in order to make this room a more integral 
part of the library, and to carry out the modern idea of large open areas 
partitioned by bookshelves rather than by solid walls. 


The circulation desk needs to be enlarged, and it is planned to move 
it to a location which will provide better supervision of reading rooms, bal- 
conies and stacks. 


Also included in the Special Article is an amount to improve the light- 
ing of the present stacks, to complete work needed on the heating system, 
to paint the building exterior (last done in 1952), and to carry out other 
repairs which are necessary. 


There have been a number of staff changes in the past year. When 
I became Head Librarian, the position of Assistant Librarian was filled by 
Pearl G. Winter, formerly Young Adults and Special Services Librarian. 
Mrs. Winter has been a member of the staff since her appointment as Cir- 
culation Librarian in 1951. 


Marian E. Tuxbury has been advanced to Assistant Children’s Librarian 
at the resignation of Beverly Ruser. 


Leila Jane Roberts has been appointed General Professional Assistant 
in charge of Circulation. Mrs. Roberts comes to us after six years’ experi- 
ence as a teacher. 

Kathleen A. Gonsalves became Young Adults and Special Services 
Librarian in place of Mrs. Winter. Mrs. Gonsalves is a recent graduate 
of Simmons College. 

May I express to the Trustees, the Staff, and Winchester friends both 
old and new, my appreciation of their cordial welcome. I am happy to be 
back in such a friendly town.

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Report of the 
Public Works Council 


It is interesting, as chairman, to again write a report for the Public 
Works Council having previously written one in 1949 and having served on 
the Council almost continuously since then. While many faces have 
changed, the problems and approach to them remain much the same with 
one significant transition. 


Originally the discussion of the Public Works Council centered around 
things. Pieces of equipment were debated and their joint use among de- 
partments considered.

Report of the Park Commissioners 


As authorized by the last Annual Town Meeting, a parcel of land lying 
between Horn Pond Brook Road and Main Street was acquired for the pur- 
pose of erecting a new Park Department Headquarters. We expect this 
building will be completed by February 1, 1958. 


The Highway Department has completed the building of a bridge over 
Horn Pond Brook, connecting our land with Town Yard, making it possible 
to reach our building either from the Town Yard or from Main Street. 


The Park Commissioners wish to acknowledge their appreciation to 
Mr. James A. Wakefield, Jr. Town Engineer and to his assistant, Mr. How- 
ard F. Ambrose, for their advice and wise counsel on the problems pertain- 
ing to the erection of our new building. 


On a motion from the Park Department, it was voted that the Mod- 
erator appoint a committee of five citizens, one of whom should be a mem- 
ber of the Park Department, to study the advisability of dredging the 
Aberjona River from North Washington Street to Waterfield Road and a 
portion of Wedge Pond, which has been under consideration for some 
years. Mr. John J. Shanahan is the Park Board representative on that 
Committee. 

This year completes our second year in maintaining the school yards 
and playgrounds. Notwithstanding the lack of water, most of the grass 
area stood up well. 

For the first time Sani Soil Set was used on the baseball fields to keep 
the dust down. We do not plan to use it again next year. 

At Leonard Field one-half the black-top tennis courts was made over 
into an outdoor basketball court and has proved very popular. 

A new fence was built and painted on the Mystic Valley Parkway side 
of the Mill Pond. The material and paint for this fence was supplied by 
the Metropolitan District Commission. 

In accordance with our long range plan, two more tennis courts were 
re-surfaced at the Packer Courts. We expect to do the final two courts 
this year. 
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On account of the growth of Little League, two additional Little League 
baseball fields were laid out on the West Side Playground. 

Tennis, softball, outdoor basketball and swimming were as popular as 
ever and enjoyed good seasons. 

After analyzing our experience over the past few years, the Park Com- 
- missioners will this year initiate a new playground program in an attempt 
to stimulate greater interest and give more efficient service. 

While all four playgrounds will be open for use, they will be operated 
on a rotating schedule, having only two playgrounds officially in use at 
one time. These playgrounds will be staffed by a trained supervisor, one 
leader and an Arts & Crafts instructor, all under and responsible to a 
head playground supervisor. The following day the other two playgrounds 
will be operated by the same staff. 

We wish to express our appreciation and gratitude to the officials and 
men of the other Town Departments who have so willingly helped us when 
we called upon them for advice and assistance.

1957 will long be remembered by the Water and Sewer Department for 
the problems created, first, by the severest scarcity of water in our history 
and, second, by those in connection with the reconstruction and rehabilita- 
tion of our water supply and distribution system. 


In spite of many difficulties it was a year of major accomplishments. 
Following the termination of the Annual Town Meeting and pursuant to 
the unanimous vote and authorization received at that meeting, the Board 
concluded a new agreement with the Metropolitan District Commission to 
provide Winchester with an added source of water supply. This is obtain- 
able by the erection of a new pumping station on the shore of Spot Pond 
and the construction of an eighteen inch main from Spot Pond to our 
Middle Reservoir. Such a link has the capacity to deliver to Winchester 
as much water as is expected to be required by our maximum anticipated 
population. The agreement leaves the ownership of the reservoirs with the 
Town and makes it possible to operate them to our greatest advantage. It 
is the Board’s opinion that this contract is most beneficial to the Town and 
at the same time is of equal advantage to the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission in minimizing demands on its supply. 


At the earliest possible date engineering for this project was com- 
menced, contracts awarded, and materials ordered. The failure of the State 
to make a final decision on the re-location of Route 28 has prevented us 
from erecting the pumping station, but by early September the pipes were 
laid and by use of a portable pump two million gallons a day were being 
delivered to our reservoirs. The permanent pump, meter, and other equip- 
ment for the station is on order and will be immediately available for the 
new station when built. It is hoped that a site can be determined by the 
Spring of 1958. 


A new chemical feeding station on Hutchinson Road was completed 
in 1957. This not only more effectively regulates the fluoridation process 
for the West Side High service, but also introduces caustic soda to the 
system at this point which is required to change the water from an acid to 
an alkaline condition to prevent re-encrustation of the iron mains after 
they are cleaned. This station enabled the department to initiate its clean- 
ing program and 8.1 miles of 6, 8, and 10 inch mains were thoroughly 
scoured on the West Side system. 
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The actual performance of this work to date has disclosed a higher 
degree of encrustation than was anticipated from our preliminary tests. 
The cleaning process has restored the mains to their original capacity and 
the results have been gratifying. This work, however, is not without its 
unavoidable inconveniences to consumers and results in dirty and discol- 
ored water for some period of time. From the experience acquired this 
year we hope to reduce the annoyances to a minimum in the future. While 
substantial progress was made in this program in 1957, it became necessary 
to curtail all cleaning early in the summer due to the water shortage. 


The renovation and reconstruction of the North Pumping Station, now 
complete, will enable us to continue the cleaning program on the East Side 
during 1958. Plans have been drawn and a contract awarded for a similar 
station at the outlet of the South Reservoir. This will permit an extension 
of the cleaning on the East Side of Town. 


Another step in the reconstruction of the system was undertaken with 
the laying of new twelve inch mains in Sylvester Avenue, Hemingway 
Street, Upland Road and sections of Middlesex and Wildwood Streets, This 
will complete a twelve inch circuit and should serve to increase substan- 
tially the volume of water in this area. 


In addition to the foregoing projects, the department carried on its 
regular work and services to customers. 8,305 new feet of 8, 12 and 18 inch 
water mains were laid and 150 new services installed. 6,380 new feet of 
sewer pipe were laid and 130 new services connected. 

Water, or the deficiency of it, caused us our greatest anxiety during the 
year. The Fall of 1956 found our reservoirs extremely low. The absence 
of winter storms and of a Spring snow cover left us without a Spring run- 
off and the arrival of April brought only the beginning of the severest 
drought in the records of the weather bureau. For maximum conserva- 
tion of the reservoir, the Carter Street wells were turned on early in April. 
These provided a daily supply of 300,000 gallons until pumped dry in late 
September. In June it was deemed wise to restrict the outside use of water 
to two hours a day and in July it was mandatory to order the curtailment 
of all use of hose, car washing, and outside domestic consumption. A tem- 
porary hose line was strung from Spot Pond to the reservoirs conveying to 
us 300,000 gallons each day, and the Metropolitan District Commission per- 
mitted a maximum draft through our West Side connection, which helped 
alleviate the shortage in our gravity system. These measures preserved our 
dwindling supply. The completion of the Spot Pond pipe line, operated by 
a temporary pump, brought in two million gallons daily starting in Septem- 
ber and with the advent of October rains it was possible to relax restric- 
tions in November. 

The reservoirs are still critically low. A good blanket of winter snow 
followed by normal Spring rains, or the ability to proceed with the con- 
struction of the Spot Pond pumping station is required to refill our reser- 
voirs. Unless one of these circumstances occurs Winchester will be faced 
with further, though probably less severe restrictions in the summer of 
1958. Our present facilities, while still temporary in some respects, should 
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assure us &@ more adequate supply through 1958 than in 1957. The com- 
pletion of the projects now under way plus the extension of cleaning the 
remaining arteries of the net work during 1958 and 1959 should put our 
water supply and distribution system in condition to satisfy fully our exist- 
ing demands and the anticipated requirements for many years in the 
future.

Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


It is no idle statement to say that Russia apparently is ahead in the 
development of Intercontinental Missiles. It would be folly to assume they 
do not know how to precisely direct or aim them within a reasonable 
amount of error. Nothing is presently available to ward off an Intercon- 
tinental Missile. 


This sudden change in war methods causes a necessary revision of 
procedure during and after an enemy attack. Evacuation is outmoded and 
shelters are again contemplated. The policy of Federal and State Civil 
Defense for the ensuing year will stress building of shelters — if not bomb 
proof at least radiation proof. More emphasis will be placed on recruiting 
and training skilled workers for duty after bombs have fallen. This means 
organizing decontamination crews, radiation detection groups, food and 
shelter corps, rescue and demolition gangs plus of course the inevitable po- 
lice, fire and decidedly necessary Medical Divisions. Winchester requires 
more volunteer Civil Defense workers for 1958 than ever before. 

During 1957 some of the equipment purchased by the Town for emer- 
gency Civil Defense purposes was put to good use — At this writing (De- 
cember 57) the 50 Kilowatt Generator purchased in 1956 has been working 
steadily for three months driving a pump to force 2,000,000 gallons daily 
from Spot Pond into our Middle Reservoir. The pump driven by this Gen- 
erator was obtained by Civil Defense from United States Government sur- 
plus property for only freight charges amounting to $65.00. A duplicate 
pump purchased in the open market would cost over $4,000.00. 

Prior to the arrival of this pump the Town Water Department needed 
500 feet of 4” hose for their temporary connections between the two bodies 
of water. Rather than risk considerable delay, Civil Defense was asked to 
help with the result that the necessary hose was borrowed from State Civil 
Defense, used until the permanent pipe line was laid, and returned. 

The communication Division is growing under the able leadership of 
Doctor Michael V. Mackenzie. The Auxiliary Police group are studying 
Radio Communication and so far this year five of these men have passed

government tests and secured their “ham radio ticket.” It is planned to 
economize on repair costs by starting a radio shop in the basement of the 
Town Hall to maintain the increasing number of radios owned by the vari- 
ous Town Departments. Skilled volunteer personnel is available in Civil 
Defense to take care of all such type of work upon purchase of some neces- 
sary equipment. 

The Auxiliary Firemen aided in extinguishing brush fires during the 
extremely dry summer. Auxiliary Police helped in traffic control in front 
of churches on Sundays, and also on Memorial Day, En Ka Fair and other 
similar functions. Frequent training classes are held in both groups. 

The radio group held communication tests on local, state and federal 
levels throughout the year. They are in charge of the weekly operation 
and checking of the warning sirens. Any siren not working properly is im- 
mediately spotted and repaired. 

Your Civil Defense Group is trying to do its job.

During the year twenty-nine members were added to the Retirement 
System, eleven members have withdrawn, four members retired on pension, 
one member transferred to another system, making a total of two hundred 
seventy active and eleven inactive members and fifty-two pensioners at the 
end of 1957.

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Report of the Board of 
Public Welfare and Bureau of 
Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual report for 
the year 1957. 

Several legislative changes, both Federal and State, have brought about 
increased costs in our Federal programs of Old Age Assistance, Aid to De- 
pendent Children, and Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons. 
A major portion of the increased cost came from State legislation which 
again granted a 5.7% cost of living increase, an increase in fuel allowances, 
increased children’s exemptions, increased clothing and personal allow- 
ances and an increase in the nursing home rates. Since these increases 
were granted only in the last four months of 1957, it is obvious that such 
increases must be projected for twelve months in 1958. 


Public Law 880 caused considerable confusion due to changes in the 
Medical Care Plan relative to direct payments to recipients of public assist- 
ance and the revision of our vendor method of payment for medical care. 

The Board introduced a new and more effective policy regarding the 
purchase of drugs and is happy to report that the plan is successful due 
in part, to the cooperation of our Winchester druggists. 

It was found necessary to add a junior clerk to our staff and in May 
1957, Mrs. Katherine Lynch was selected for the position. 

Comparable with recent years, 93% of our public assistance expendi- 
tures were in the Federal and State categories, Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children and Aid to Permanent and Totally Disabled Persons. 
The remaining 7% of our expenditures was made in the General Relief 
category. 


General Relief 


General Relief is controlled entirely by your Welfare Board. This pro- 
gram provides assistance for those needy persons who cannot qualify for 
one of the Federal programs such as: the unemployed, foster home or in- 
stitutional care for children, medical care or institutional care at Tewks- 
bury State Hospital. Very often emergency assistance is provided until 
eligibility factors can be established for one of the Federal programs. Ex- 
penditures in General Relief were sharply reduced in 1957. As of January 
1, 1957, we were aiding five cases. This has been reduced to three as this 
report is written. Two are being aided in their own homes and one in a 
nursing home. 


Old Age Assistance 


The cost of Old Age Assistance continues to increase each year. This 
was due mainly to the increased cost of our medical services and the 
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above mentioned legislative changes. Federal Law 880 effective July 17, 
1957, was responsible for considerable change in our method of payment 
for medical services. However, conformity with this law is now bringing 
an additional $3.00 per month, per case in Federal grants. This increased 
Federal revenue has the effect of reducing the cost to the Town, although 
the over-all cost will increase in 1958. There were 112 cases receiving Old 
Age Assistance as of January 1, 1957. The caseload fluctuated throughout 
the year and we ended the year with 106 cases. There is Federal reim- 
bursement for % up to a certain amount per case and State reimburse- 
ment for 2/3 of the balance. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


Aid to Dependent Children is a Federal program designed to assist 
children up to 18 years of age who have been deprived of parental sup- 
port, by reason of death, desertion or the continued illness of one or both 
parents. This program enables children to be brought up in their own 
homes or in the homes of relatives. The legislative changes, increased 
costs, and the above mentioned Public Law 880 had a bearing on the medi- 
cal services provided for such children, although the Federal reimburse- 
ment for medical care is substantially less than in Old Age Assistance. 
As of January 1, 1957, we were aiding seven cases with thirteen children 
and we ended the year with nine cases and nineteen children. Of this 
total expenditure, % up to a certain figure per person, is reimbursed by 
Federal funds and % of the whole by the State. 


Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons 


Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons is designed to assist 
those persons over eighteen years of age who are disabled. In this category 
of assistance, the emphasis is on medical care, with view to possible re- 
habilitation. We were aiding five cases as of January 1, 1957 under this 
program of assistance. As of December 31, 1957, we have four cases. Two 
of these cases are receiving care in State Chronic hospitals and two are 
being aided in their own homes. Twenty-five percent of the cost is borne 
by the town and 75% by the State and Federal funds. Federal Law 880 
affected this program as it did the other categories of assistance. The 
reimbursement formula of three dollars per month, per case for medical 
services is the same as in Old Age Assistance. 

The Board of Public Welfare wishes to acknowledge with sincere ap- 
preciation, the fine spirit of cooperation given by all departments. The 
Board also wishes to thank the many organizations and individuals in the 
town who contributed their money and their time to assist the less for- 
tunate. 

The following figures are approximate, due to the date on which this 
report must be filed. These figures will point up the total expenditures 
and the reimbursements we receive from the Federal and State Govern- 
ments and the net cost to the Town.

Report of the Planning Board 
The Planning Board hereby submits its forty-third annual report: 


Subdivision Control 


Subdivision Control continues to be more and more demanding of time 
on the part of the Planning Board. During this present year to date, De- 
cember 1, 1957, we have given definitive approval to seven (7) subdivisions 
submitted on which are a total of two hundred thirty-nine (239) building 
lots. 

In the course of our administering subdivision control, we felt that our 
rules and regulations should be clarified, corrected and brought up to date. 
This has been done after a thorough study with the aid of our consultant, 
Mr. Benjamin. In accordance with the statute a public hearing was held, 
after due notice. The new regulations were adopted in December and will 
be put in printed form next year. 


Six Year Capital Expenditure Program 

The Planning Board has given this subject a great deal of time and 
study and has had many conferences with other boards and committees 
of the Town in the hope that we could give the Town Meeting a clearer 
and better picture of what it faces in the years to come as to capital ex- 
penditures. 

For twenty-five years, from 1926-1951, Winchester proceeded on a pay 
as you go basis, and no new bonds for municipal indebtedness were issued. 

During this period the tax rate remained relatively stable — one of 
the determining factors for the guidance of the Town Meeting being the 
recommendations contained in a six year capital expenditure program, re- 
vised annually. 

This enabled the Town to properly space its capital expenditures, and 
be guided in any one year by expenditures coming up in the foreseeable 
future. 
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The school population growth and inflation problems of the post war 
period have for several years made it extremely difficult to project capital 
expenditure requirements any distance into the future with any reason- 
able degree of accuracy. 

As our last annual report indicated, the Planning Board has been 
working toward a revitalization of capital expenditure budgeting for the 
Town. 

Some progress has been made but not enough, up to the present time, 
to be able to incorporate our recommendations in this report. During the 
past year we have taken the following steps in this direction: 

a. Met with the Finance Committee and its Sub-committee on capital 
expenditures. 

b. Conferred with a leading authority on municipal finance. 

c. Designated individual members of our Board to meet with each of the 
other regular and special Town committees, and study with them the 
practical problems of long term budget requirements. 

Reports from Boards and Committees and their final recommenda- 
tions on capital expenditure during the next six years are for the most 
part not as yet available to us. Therefore, as in the past few years, we pre- 
sent a list of capital expenditures as presented to us by the various Town 
Boards and Committees without our recommendation as to the necessity or 
timing as shown. 

The Planning Board is appreciative of the fine co-operation given to 
us by the many Town departments, Boards and Committees. 

It was with regret that the resignation of Mr. Harold V. Farnsworth 
was accepted. His contribution of sincere, unselfish, loyal and unbounded 
service to the Town for many years, on the Planning Board, Board of Se- 
lectmen, and on many committees, has been outstanding. Winchester 
rightfully has the reputation of being a better place in which to live and it 
is because of the time and energy given to it by citizens like Mr. Farns- 
worth. 


Population Growth Study 

The Planning Board is currently making a thorough study to deter- 
mine the ultimate number of homes in Winchester. This study, tied in 
with population facts and population trends, will be of great value in the 
years to come. We are sure it will be most helpful to the various depart- 
ments of the Town in their future study of the Town’s needs. 

We again want to express our great appreciation of the important 
work done by our consultant, Mr. Allen Benjamin.

Planning Board 
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Report of Board of Health 


With the increased availability of Salk Polio Vaccine during 1957 prac- 
tically all children up to the age of nineteen years were given their third 
inoculation and many adults up to the age of forty were able to get their 
inoculations from their own physicians. No cases of poliomyelitis were 
reported in Winchester this year. 

Asiatic influenza became the headline disease this summer and fall. 
However, in contrast to the polio program, the State and Federal govern- 
ments did not participate in the distribution of vaccine and for a while 
there was a scramble to get the material. The Winchester Board of Health 
purchased only sufficient material to inoculate the police officers and fire- 
fighters of this town and they were given the injections free of charge in 
our immunization clinic by our own clinic physician, Dr. Roger M. Bur- 
goyne. He also gave the injections to the postal employees with vaccine 
purchased by the Post Office Department. 

Due to our rapidly diminishing dumping area the Board was given per- 
mission at the town meeting to do controlled burning. This had to be post- 
poned during the summer and fall because of the prolonged and unusual 
drought and the resulting restricting of the use of water. In addition, be- 
cause of the diminished supply of water in our reservoirs, the Water and 
Sewer Board made arrangements to have water pumped from Spot Pond 
into the town water system and used the pump which was to have been 
used by the Board of Health. At the time of this writing the burning cage 
for controlled burning is in operation. 

During the coming year we are making some changes in our depart- 
ment. The Well-Baby Clinics which have previously been held on each 
Tuesday will be held only on the first Tuesday of each month. The clinics 
previously known as the Tuberculosis Clinics will be renamed the Immu- 
nization and Tuberculosis Clinics and will be held on the second and 
fourth Thursdays of each month instead of every Thursday as has been ~ 
done in the past. If either of the Tuesday or Thursday clinic should come 
on a holiday, the clinic will be held one week later. 

Another change that will be instituted will be the use of the services 
of the Winchester District Nursing Association on a contract basis in place 
of the full time public health nurse. These services will be used in the 
same manner that the school department is using the District Nurses for 
school nurses. We believe the change will be of great benefit to the town. 

Another program of vital importance to the town we hope to start in 
January 1958 will be the employment on a contract basis of a man who will 
inspect our various restaurants and food handling establishments each 
month. We will also collect samples of milk from the various milk dealers 
and will perform the bacterial analysis of the milk, thereby eliminating the 
present position of milk collector and also eliminating the need for having 
the milk examined in the Somerville Board of Health laboratory. Regula- 
tions to conform with the State regulations are being drawn up and will be 
posted in all food handling establishments. 

An amendment to the Building Laws adopted at the town meeting in 


REPORT OF DENTAL CLINIC 167 


April, 1957, changed the control of cesspool or septic tank installations from 
the Plumbing Inspector to the Board of Health. 

After many years of service to the town Mr. William Butler MacDon- 
ald resigned from his duties as Agent of the Board of Health. His position 
has not yet been filled. Miss Carole Muse’s position as Public Health 
Nurse was eliminated at the end of the year by the employment of the 
Winchester District Nursing Association on a contract basis. Mrs. Robert 
Richardson resigned from her duties as Dental Assistant and was replaced 
by Mrs. Joan DeAmato. 

The Board extends its thanks and appreciation to these members for 
their services and to the remainder of the staff for their services and con- 
tinued cooperation.

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Report of the School Committee 


Winchester, as many other communities, continues to have a steady 
increase in school population. The School Committee is faced with space 
problems, especially with the definite desire of keeping our elementary class 
sizes reasonable and fairly even in all of our schools. There have been 
marked increases in the enrollments of the Mystic and Washington Schools 
this past year and the Committee may have to do some rearrangement of 
pupils in order to use existing classrooms’and have all pupils enjoy equally 
favorable conditions. 


At the March Town Meeting two school building committees were au- 
thorized; the Building Committee for Johnson Road-Ridge Street School 
and the Building Committee for Administrative and Secondary School Fa- 
cilities. 

The former committee is watching closely building and population in- 
creases in the West Side Hill District and at present sees no immediate 
need for new school construction. However, all classrooms in the Park- 
hurst School will be in use next year. 


Quite a different situation exists on the High School level as our pres- 
ent building is badly overcrowded. Unless the situation is relieved in the 
very near future, it will be necessary to run double sessions with the con- 
sequent serious educational loss to the pupils. 


Our School Administration office space is completely inadequate even 
after the temporary move last August to 426 Main Street. 


Every effort is being made in education today to adapt the curriculum 
to fit the needs of all children with their individual differences and capa- 
bilities. The trend toward ability grouping is increasing and the School 
Committee and Administration must decide how far this should be done 
in our system. The accelerated program in seventh grade arithmetic, 
started last year, has been increased and this year it has been continued 
through the eighth grade. These same groups are doing some advanced 
work in English also. A new course for High School seniors in advanced 
writing has been given this year. Studies are progressing toward a supple- 
mentary report card system which will more accurately show a child’s 
progress, especially relating his ability to his achievements. 

The problem of overcrowding of the colleges with its attendant admis- 
sions problems for High School students, plus an upgrading of college 
work, led to the formation of a Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Secondary 
School-College Relations. This committee, all residents of Winchester 
who are affiliated with nearby colleges, has given wise counsel and advice 
in helping us to adapt our High School program to best serve our pupils. 
Among other things, they specifically recommended an increase in our 
Guidance Service. This program is being extended considerably at the 
High School level next year and it is also planned to have a School Ad- 
justment Counsellor, whose salary will be paid by the Commonwealth, for 
the elementary schools. 
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Our school system has continued its cooperation with the intern plan 
of the Harvard Graduate School of Education. Forty-three Winchester 
students attended the summer school sessions in Newton which are a part 
of the plan. Next summer we propose to offer in our town some classes 
beyond the ninth grade level of the Newton school. This is aimed espe- 
cially at giving our High School students an opportunity to improve read- 
ing techniques and to do advanced work in various areas with a view to 
helping them when they reach the college level. 

Six classes in Adult Education were held last winter and spring and 
seven classes this fall with an enthusiastic reception by townspeople. 
There is a demand for additional sections of classes and general expansion 
of the program. The School Committee is very appreciative of the assist- 
ance of the citizens who have given many hours as members of the Adult 
Education Advisory Committee. 

It is said people move to Winchester because of its good school system. 
The Town has reason to be proud of its able School Superintendent, fine 
administrative and teaching staffs. It is through the continuing active 
support of the townspeople that we can keep up this high standard.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


During the past year concern in America with our education system 
has reached an all-time high. Developing during the past ten years, this 
concern became intense as a result. of recent developments which revealed 
that our superiority in education was being definitely challenged in cer- 
tain areas at best and to such an extent as to threaten our national secur- 
ity. Attention of both educators and the public is being focused on a crit- 
ical appraisal of our educational program and policies and proposals are 
being formulated to strengthen American education. Among the criticisms 
leveled at the public schools, two are of particular significance since they 
represent matters on which Winchester parents have expressed some con- 
cern. The first involves the criticism that the public school program has 
become overcrowded with subjects and activities to the point that basic 
subjects and knowledges are being neglected. A second criticism is that, 
in an effort to serve all the children who attend, the schools have geared 
educational programs and standards to the average pupil at the sacrifice 
of a substantial number of pupils capable of higher achievement. It might 
be appropriate to examine developments in the Winchester schools during 
the past year particularly in terms of these two points, 
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The School Program 


A year ago there was introduced at the seventh grade level a special 
class in mathematics in which was enrolled a group of students whose 
scholastic abilities and achievement in this field were decidedly above aver- 
age. Under the direction of Arthur Butters, Head of the Mathematics De- 
partment, these pupils received intensive and accelerated instruction at a 
level designed to challenge their abilities. At the end of the school year 
Gardner Handy, the instructor of this class, reported as follows: “Gener- 
ally speaking, the year was successful in the interest it stimulated and the 
work that was accomplished ...I can say with conviction that the great- 
est good has been. done by separating these children into a group by them- 
selves where they may be challenged by work commensurate with their 
abilities and to the tune of complete and enthusiastic participation.” 


On the basis of the apparent success of this project, the program was 
extended into the eighth grade this year and expanded at the seventh 
grade level to include two classes instead of one. Also, a similar program 
in English, designed by Henry Fitts, Head of the English Department, is 
being offered to two groups of seventh graders. Plans are to extend these 
programs through the twelfth year, by which time it is anticipated that 
these accelerated groups will be studying at the college level. Meanwhile, 
an advanced course in English composition is being offered this year as an 
elective for Juniors and Seniors for the purpose of strengthening prepara- 
tion in a key subject, particularly for college-bound students. 

During the coming year, considerable study will be given a proposal to 
group scholastically talented children in the upper elementary grades for 
purposes of advanced and comprehensive study commensurate with their 
abilities. The subject of homework for ail upper elementary grades, rec- 
ommended by some parents, also will be given study. 

Closely related to the upgrading of instruction is the matter of rank- 
ing. Even as pupils should have the benefit of instruction that is on a 
level with their respective abilities, so should pupils be graded according 
to what they are able to accomplish. This has been a subject of discus- 
sion, study and experimentation by the School Department for more than 
two years and substantial progress has been made in developing a more 
accurate and effective pupil ranking system. Supplementing the regular 
report card at the end of the school year, will be a report issued for each 
pupil measuring his individual achievement in terms of his own ability. 
Beginning in the fall of 1957, a revised system of reporting is being tried 
in the Senior High School by which more accurate ratings can be made 
and standards for honors grades stiffened. Under the direction of Princi- 
pal Joseph Forte and members of his staff at the Mystic School, a new 
and improved report card has been developed for Grade One. It is ex- 
pected that these developments will encourage and stimulate pupil achieve- 
ment toward the objective of having every child get the most he can from 
his school experiences. 

It is perhaps natural that the addition of so many subjects and activi- 
ties should eventually pose the question of whether the school program is 
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becoming overloaded. Occasionally teachers complain of a lack of time to 
do all the things expected of them. Concerned with this problem, the fac- 
ulty of the elementary schools began this year a “time allotment study,” 
so-called, in which an attempt is being made to reconcile the school pro- 
gram with the length of the school day. This study will be completed dur- 
ing the coming year and may have some definite implications for priorities 
in curriculum revision. 


To educate the child as an individual, the school must know him as an 
individual, his talents and abilities, his handicaps, his background, et cetera. 
To this end, there has been developed a new and comprehensive permanent 
pupil record which is cumulative and which accompanies the pupil through- 
out his school career. Designed under the direction of Norton Demsey, 
Director of Pupil Personnel Services, it was introduced last year in the 
secondary schools and adopted in the elementary schools this year. This 
record should prove valuable to teachers and counsellors in helping the 
pupil to adjust successfully to his school environment. Other developments 
in this Division include follow-ups made at the end of their freshman year 
of all Winchester High School graduates in colleges and universities to de- 
termine their progress and problems, and the first complete census of chil- 
dren from birth to twenty years of age resident in Winchester. 


Problems of admission to and success in institutions of higher educa- 
tion grow greater every year and place increasing responsibility on a school 
system about 70% of whose graduates continue their formal education be- 
yond high school. Recognizing this responsibility, the School Committee ap- 
pointed a Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Secondary School-College Re- 
lations to study and recommend ways and means by which our school sys- 
tem could better prepare its students for education beyond high school. 
This committee, composed of Winchester residents professionally affiliated 
with neighboring colleges and universities and representing various areas 
of instruction in higher education, were asked to study many phases of 
secondary school instruction related to college preparation. The Commit- 
tee, under the leadership of John Monro, accepted its charge with enthus- 
iasm and, beginning with a study of the guidance program, has already 
presented recommendations, which when implemented will strengthen that 
program. It is now engaged in curriculum studies with the science pro- 
gram among the first to be considered. It is a tribute to the foresight of 
the School Committee, incidentally, that this project was under way before 
Sputnik awakened the people of America to the need, as President Eisen- 
hower phrased it, “for a critical re-evaluation of our educational program.” 


There have been other curriculum developments. The Language Arts 
Committee, headed by Mabel Lowry, Principal of Wyman School, completed 
its recommendations adopted by the School Committee for certain revisions 
in the course of study including the introduction of a study of parts of 
speech in the elementary grades and the adoption of a standardized text 
for language arts in Grades One through Six. The Social Studies Commit- 
tee probably will complete next year its proposed revision of the social 
studies program for Grades One through Twelve. 
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There has been an increasing demand from parents to have their chil- 
dren enrolled in the Harvard-Newton Summer School. This demand, to- 
gether with the need of some students for remedial work and of others for 
supplementary or enrichment courses, led the School Committee to plan for 
a summer school in Winchester in 1958 in which these educational needs 
of students could be met. 

The year 1957 saw the beginning of an adult education program under 
the auspices of the School Department. On the basis of information ob- 
tained in a survey made by the League of Women Voters, a citizens’ advis- 
ory committee recommended and the School Committee adopted a pro- 
gram including courses in Sewing, Upholstering, Woodworking, Leather- 
craft and Jewelry, International Affairs and Insurance and Investments. 
The program was continued this fall under the able leadership of Mrs. 
Howard Aiken and plans are being made to add more courses in 1958. Re- 
sponse has been favorable, several of the courses being oversubscribed by as 
many as two or three times their capacity. 

Among the non-instructional services provided by the School Depart- 
ment are health and medical care under the direction of Dr. William Ba- 
rone, Medical Officer, and Mrs. Doris Wiklund, Executive Director of the 
Winchester Visiting Nursing Association. These people are to be com- 
mended for the efficiency and cooperation with which they and the mem- 
bers of the nursing staff have assumed increasing responsibilities. State 
statutes now require that every child be given sight and hearing tests each 
year rather than every three years. An unusual number of inoculations 
were required this year, including 1201 for polio and 100 for Asiatic flu. 
Arrangements were initiated in September, 1955 whereby school nursing 
services are provided by contract by the Winchester Visiting Nursing As- 
sociation and Principals are unanimous in endorsing this arrangement. 


Personnel 


Since no school is any better than its faculty, the task of recruiting 
teacher personnel is of critical importance at a time when teachers are in 
extremely short supply. This year we were fortunate in filling nineteen 
vacancies with personnel, all of whom are doing well. With an anticipated 
twenty or more positions to fill next year, problems of recruiting will be 
more acute than ever before. Continued inflation has largely nullified 
efforts made during the past decade to raise teachers’ salaries to a level 
competitive with other occupations. Action by the legislature this year 
increasing the mandated minimum salary for teachers in Massachusetts 
$300 will boost salary schedules throughout the state. These developments 
will necessitate substantial revisions in our salary schedules if Winchester 
is to compete for the services of capable personnel. 

Sound personnel policy requires the employment each year of a reason- 
able quota of young, comparatively inexperienced persons. Here the 
School Department has one advantage as a result of our policy of cooperat- 
ing with teacher-training institutions in the assignment of practice teach- 
ers for training in our schools. The opportunity thus available to observe 
and to train young people in our own system is a definite advantage in 
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selecting promising candidates for teaching positions. Similarly, the in- 
ternship program in which Winchester, together with other suburban com- 
munities, collaborates with Harvard University in the selection, training 
and employment of liberal arts college graduates, is paying dividends as a 
recruiting device. 

This is the second year in which the Department has employed a speech 
therapist full time. The results have been worthwhile in permitting of 
more intensive treatment of school children with severe speech handicaps. 
Too, the therapist has been able to extend her services to students with 
speech difficulties attending the Junior High School. 

Under the provisions of a law passed by the legislature this year, a 
school adjustment counsellor will be added to the staff of the Pupil Per- 
sonnel Services Division next year, the salary to be paid by the state. This 
person will help greatly to round out our guidance services since she will 
counsel with parents of children in the grade schools on problems related 
to the progress of these children. : 

Facilities 

Needs for additional school facilities presented in last year’s report 
have not changed materially. Meanwhile, however, building committees 
have been appointed and are at work on plans for additional secondary 
school facilities and administration offices and for a new elementary school 
on the west side. Of greatest. urgency is the need for additional classrooms 
to house the growing pupil population in Grades Nine through Twelve. 
Present facilities have become overcrowded to the point that the main 
lounge and auditorium of the Senior High School are being used for a 
classroom and study hall. It is anticipated that further emergency steps 
will have to be taken pending completion of additional classrooms which 
will have the inevitable effect of reducing educational efficiency. Class 
sizes may have to be increased, certain elective subjects may have to be 
dropped temporarily from the program and/or double or staggered school 
sessions scheduled, depending on the number of pupils enrolled and how 
soon additional classrooms can be made available. 


To date enrollments in the Parkhurst district have not kept pace with 
housing developments in that area. However, this is a situation that can 
change rapidly and the Building Committee for Johnson Road-Ridge Street 
School is watching it closely to determine just how soon and to what ex- 
tent additional school building will be necessary in that district. Such 
other needs as may develop for expanded school facilities probably can be 
met for a while at least by means of renovations to existing buildings. 
Washington School enrollments are nearing capacity which may require 
as early as next year the reassignment of pupils to the Lincoln School 
where minor renovations will permit of the addition of another classroom. 
Further growth at the Washington School can be accommodated by con- 
verting the old gymnasium in that building into two classrooms. Mystic 
School presents a more difficult problem. Despite redistricting action 
taken three years ago to relieve overcrowding, enrollments continued to 
rise and this year there are more pupils in that school than ever before. 
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This is unusual in a district where new residential construction has been 
comparatively limited. A recent census indicates that enrollments may 
decrease somewhat in the future. Otherwise, plans will have to be made to 
accommodate the overflow. 


The building committee studying the need for additional secondary 
school facilities was assigned the added responsibility of planning new 
central office facilities for the School Department. The condition of the 
temporary quarters at 84 Washington Street made working conditions 
there intolerable and these offices are at present housed temporarily in an 
old residence at 426 Main Street which, though habitable, is most inade- 
quate. As the school system continues to grow, the need for larger hous- 
ing of the central offices will become increasingly acute. 


co * * * 


As this report will indicate efforts are being made to keep our educa- 
tional program abreast of the needs of the times. A critical appraisal of 
American education may reveal the need for other and more drastic 
changes in public school programs generally. In any event, a capable and 
dedicated faculty with the help and support of an interested and informed 
public will continue to do its utmost to serve the best educational interests 
of the community. 


For whatever success our schools have enjoyed during the past year, 
credit is due the entire staff for their effective and dedicated service, the 
School Committee, whose sound judgment and unswerving support have 
meant so much to the morale of the organization and to the many citizens, 
whose interest and cooperation have contributed to our accomplishments. 
Particular credit is due the members of the Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
on Adult Education and Secondary School-College Relations for their un- 
selfish and enthusiastic service in behalf of the schools. I take this op- 
portunity to express to them all my sincere appreciation.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1956-1957 follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 


1. The physical examinations of school pupils were started soon after 
the opening of school and were concluded in May, 1957 except for 
absentees and new students whose examinations were completed 
by the ciosing of school.

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Report of the Town Accountant 


December 31, 1957 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1957, together 
with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 


The ordinary revenues of the town for the year exceeded the total ex- 
penditures for ordinary operations by $185,521.64. The actual receipts for 
the year were $76,349.50 in excess of the estimates, the revenue appropria- 
tion balances were $108,820.54, and assessments made after the fixing of the 
tax rate amounted to $351.60. 

On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance of 
$648,827.32, of which $597,105.25 was available for expenditure. This amount 
is $174,031.05 more than was available a year ago. 


Water Department Operations 


The Water Department operated at a deficit of $38,278.17 for the year. 
Accordingly, there was no Water Surplus Revenue balance at the close of 
the year. 


Debt Operations 


The funded debt of the town was reduced by $60,000.00 during the year. 
Payments amounting to $170,000.00 were made on existing debt and water 
bonds were issued amounting to $110,000.00. The borrowing capacity of 
the town, within the debt limit, on December 31, 1957 was $993,241.00, an 
increase of $197,838.00 over the limit at the close of 1956. 


Post Audit of Departments 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards en- 
trusted with the receipt, custody or expenditure of money have been exam- 
ined. In each case the records have been found correct, agreeing with the 
books of the town. 


Examination of Trust Funds 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the 
Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees 
have been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash balances 
of the trustees have also been verified.
